WAGE YOUR OWN 
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me WAR AGAINST DIRT

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ow much has smoke changed your life? 
Stop a moment, before you answer. Ask 
yourself these questions: 
How many hours a day or week do you spend 
wiping off your window sills, walls, and furni- 
ture over which a fine deposit of soot, dust or 
other particles has crept? 

How much does it cost you to have cur- 
tains, draperies, upholstery, slipcovers, and 
rugs cleaned each year? 

How much of the color scheme of your 
home, which should express your taste, is 
dictated by the consideration that perhaps 
buff, beige, ecru, or dark colors are “more 
practical” than pastels or white? 

Have you ever closed the windows when 
you really wanted fresh air in your living 
room or bedroom just to keep out the dirt? 

Do you sometimes awaken in the morning 
with a rough, dry feeling in your nose and 
throat, attributable to the particles you have 
breathed in out of the smoky fog that hangs 
over your city for hours—or days? 

Considered from these points of view, 
that common phenomenon, smoke (dictionary 
definition: the volatilized products of the 
combustion of an organic compound such as 
coal, wood, etc.) which many city dwellers 
have come to regard as the inevitable partner 
of industrial activity, has personal meaning. 
For if, in your city, there are 75 tons of soot 
deposited per square mile each month, by 
actual count, each householder within the city 
naturally collects his share. And Mrs. House- 
holder devotes many hours of her life (con- 
sciously or unconsciously) to getting rid of it. 

But did you know that smoke is unneces- 
sary? The great spirals that rise from fac- 
tories are not, as once popularly supposed, 
the insignia of production and_ prosperity. 


irty smoke can be banished from cities. Two 
ee. taken at mid-morning in the same 
spot. but one year and three months apart, show 
results of St. Louis smoke abatement campaign. 





Where there is smoke there must be fire, as 
the aphorism has it—but there need not be 
smoke wherever there is fire! Smoke means 
waste! It is possible to fire your furnace and 
keep the great furnaces and boilers of in- 
dustrial plants glowing, without producing 
the soot, ash, cinders, dust, and fumes that 
rise in clouds of black white or yellow to be- 
foul the air you breathe. And this, no mat- 
ter which of the various fuels you burn! You 
can get rid of it if you are willing to do 
those things—and pay for them—which 
will banish smoke from the peaceful Ameri- 
can scene. 

Smoke control is not a new idea. Indeed. 
it dates back in this country, to 1881, when 
the first smoke control ordinance was passed 
by the city of Chicago. Great Britain strug- 
eled with it long before that. If you have lived

prepared and refrigerated at the growing 
source; (5) big super-cargo planes to whisk 
fruits and vegetables to city markets within 
hours of picking. 

Does it all sound Mke a fantastic dream? 

Maybe—but actually it has gone ’way past 
the dream stage already. It will be only a 
matter of time until enough freezers, enough 
refrigerated trucks, enough farm-located de- 
pots and cargo planes are in operation. Then, 
all of these exciting innovations to make meal 
planning and serving 100 per cent simpler 
and less time-consuming will be available to 
everybody, everywhere. 
- Realization of the first of these dreams— 
the convenience of shopping only twelve times 
a year for the family’s major food require- 
ments—means you will need your own storage 
unit for quick-frozen food you buy in quan- 
tity, or a quick-freeze unit for both ready- 
frozen foods and the foods you freeze your- 
self when they're at season’s height and.

aybe kitchen work got you down in the 

past because you could never lose your- 

self! No matter where you moved, or how 
often, you were always standing in your own 
shadow. But in a 1946 kitchen shadows will 
be as obsolete as candle-making molds. For 
good kitchen lighting practice now calls for 
general illumination (a ceiling fixture of some 
sort), and localized lighting’ over important 
work areas—a combination which dispels those 
bugaboo shadows. And you'll not only have 
more light in more places, but the quality of 
the light itself will be better, less glaring. 


Fluorescent is this better light source, of 
which already you may have had a taste. This 
wonder light offers you two-and-a-half times 
as much light as equal wattage in an incandes- 
cent bulb. That means a 40-watt fluorescent 
will give you as much light as a 100-watt incan- 
descent. You'll be able to have higher levels of 
light without uncomfortable intensity of heat. 
You'll really see what you’re doing! 

Fluorescent gives you daylight brightness 
indoors, or as close to daylight as anything 
lighting engineers have been able te manufac- 
ture artificially. Because of its tubular shape, 
it spreads light over a wide area, gives you 
diffused lines of light, rather than picky spots. 
But because fluorescent is a very potent light 
source, it must be installed scientifically and 
carefully, shaded or shielded wherever directly 
in line of vision. So have a lighting specialist 
check proposed installations and avoid need- 
less costly mistakes.

your victory garden become a memory. Because once you’ 
tasted the flavorsome joy of vegetables plucked fresh from vol 
own patch, you'll never bé happy again with the “boughten 
variety of garden produce. 

But you needn’t give up your vegetable garden in ordé 
to make place for the flowers you've been missing. Your post 
war vegetable patch can be as pretty a piece of landscapin 
as you've ever seen if you plan to include in it flowers tha 
blend in color and size with the vari-colored foliage of you 
vegetables. 

This idea doesn’t alter the basic rules for planning | 
vegetable garden. Select vegetables as you would ordinarily 
choosing those you like best, and the one you know wil 
flourish in your soil. Consider also the varieties that mug 












e shipped into your locality. These commercially grown 
egetables that have been shipped are usually inferior be- 
ause growers commonly grow the varieties that are suitable 
n shape for packing and sturdy enough to stand shipment. 
jithout much regard for the flavor. When you buy them in 
ne store, they've been the rounds of harvesting, shipping, 
nd marketing, and the net result is often a tough, tas‘e- 
ess item, or one that is over-ripe to the point of rotten- 
ess. But if you grew these vegetables in your own back yard. 
shere they are whipped right off the vine and onto your table, 
ou would naturally be able to choose those varieties that 
ndulge your idiosyncrasies about flavor and to eat vege- 
ables far superior to those your green grocer offers. 
Conversely, you’d be wise to avoid taking up room in your

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garden with vegetables that are grown commercially in your 
locality. You'd do better to buy them at local farmers’ road- 
side stands or markets. For instance, if you live in South 
Jersey, don’t waste your time growing tomatoes; buy them. 
If you live on Long Island, forget about growing cauliflower 
and spinach. Wherever you are, however, try to grow your 
own sweet corn, lettuce, peppers, cucumbers, broccoli, squash, 
snap beans, radishes, peas, eggplant and cabbage because 
they are the vegetables that lose their peak flavor and tender- 
ness rapidly. They are also quite decorative and will combine 
readily with flowers to make a beautiful and colorful garden. 

It is important to grow the garnish plants that are difficult 
to obtain locally. Herbs such as chervil, dill, sorrel, sage, 


marjoram, mint, thyme, and tarragon (Continued on page 120)

Here is a chart of what will provide plentiful 
supplies for your containers all through the year. 
Materials are organized by seasons in which they 
bloom, rather than when they should be planted. 
And, of course, the sections on fall and winter 
plantings apply only to gardens above the “ca- 
mellia belt” (roughly, above a straight tine drawn 
through South Carolina to the Pacific Coast, be- 
low which line a variety of blooms is available 





all year and where gardeners are just plain lucky). 

Despite all the high-minded talk on the subject 
of the art of flower arranging, it’s basically the 
kind, shape, and size of the flowers and foliage 
you combine which determine whether your crea- 
tions are dazzling or droopy. The chart takes this 
well into account, providing in each season the 
tall spiral shapes which you'll want to combine 
with bunchy, “circle” shapes as a base, with 
branches to serve as background. 

For winter arrangements, don’t overlook grow- 
ing a few dry-able flowers to combine with ever- 
greens and dried field flowers. Yes, even weeds! 

Color-wise, grow any and all hues—but plan 
lots of blue, a color which has a magic way of 
making all other colors blend more harmoniously.

Here 
he gives some solid, down-to-earth reasons why amateurs 
often have to be saved frem their own idiosyncracies if they 


are to have successful and interesting gardens.

mateur gardeners are wonderful people. But like phil- 

osophers, they're likely to be a bit on the unrealistic 

side. Having dealt with thousands of these charming 
characters (both gardeners and philosophers, for all gar- 
deners are philosophers, in their own way), I have learned 
their little idiosyncracies, their unconscious extravagances. 
their understandable mistakes. And I like to give advice. 
especially since 25 years’ experience in the business of hor- 
ticulture has taught me some lessons it is not difficult to 
pass on. : 

There’s one good customer of mine, for instance, a promi- 
nent New Yorker whose annual order I can anticipate to 
the last slip: pink hollyhocks and yellow zinnias—bushels 
of them. His order hasn’t changed in years. Neither has the 
outlook of his garden. I call him the closed-mind gardener. 
And he’s typical of many an amateur: afraid to experiment 
even with the tried-and-true varieties that have been proved 
good over the years, because, to him, they are new. His 
reasoning is: It looks good this way; why disturb it? But , 
he misses the fun of seeing his garden in a refreshing change 
of dress now and then and the joy of getting acquainted 
with different species of blooms. 

His opposite is the nose-dive spender who goes all out for 
every new-to-the-trade species that comes along. He doesn’t 
invest in just a few of these scarce and, therefore, expensive 
items; he plunges in, nose clear under water, and orders 
them by the dozens and hundreds. Very often, he merely 
builds himself up to a big let-down because he expects some- 
thing sensational to come out of such a purchase; then he 
looks out the window some morning to see a great mass of 
the same old flowers he has had before, only a shade lighter 
or darker, or a bit more ruffled as to petal. 

As a rule, innovations are expensive because they are in 
the experimental stage and still searce—not because they are 
something out of this world in the way of “different” plants, 
as some amateur gardeners think they must be, to be so 
costly.

MEET WILLIAM PAHLMANN 


@ As head of the decorating department of 
Lord & Taylor, William Pahlmann made his- 
tory. His openings were gala occasions, with 
café society and the press milling closely be- 
fore roped-off rooms, champagne in hand. His 
name usually evokes an image of modern 
baroque décor, opulent, glittering, and color- 
ful, sparked by original ideas that twitched 
many an old decorating tradition by the nose. 

In some respects Pahlmann suffers unduly 
from a few stunts that he deliberately intro- 
duced into some of his rooms as “conversation 
pieces.” Actually, his work for private clients 
has been broad and varied and generally de- 
void of the highjinks present in some of his 
public rooms. He has done small, two-room 
apartments as well as great Long Island man- 
sions. But he is restless and imaginative and 
has a roaming impulse to experiment, so 
periodically he steps forward with an_all- 
plaster dressing table, or a hanging fireplace, 
or a pink felt canopied ceiling. 

Pahlmann has been widely copied and has 
influenced many decorator trends. He has 
made a specialty of blending modern and 
traditional elements in one room. He works 
with equal ease with Venetian, French, or 
English furniture, which he often cuts down, 
refinishes, and puts to new uses. He doesn’t 
hesitate to set period pieces against modern 
colors or to employ modern fabrics. He was 
an early sponsor of sectional units, lined up 
against a wall. He was one of the first to use 
overscaled lamps, splashy drapery prints, 
shaggy floor coverings. Mirror-upon-mirror 
was an innovation of his for cabinet fronts or 
wall recesses. He rubbed gold flecks into 
pickled woods, when that was a much rarer 
practice than it is today. He introduced sharp, 
clear pastels when the general palette was 
grayed and dull. Deep, armless chairs with 
swag skirts were novelties when he first used 
them; they appear again and again in his 
rooms. So do blackamoors, plaster shells, 
zreat upholstered headboards, and yards and 
yards of taffeta swagged at windows.

all of Pahlmann’s work is lush and glittering. 


He has done considerable work in a restrained 
mood. Take his room with brick walls and 
tweed furniture, for example. Or his use of 
hollow squared metal tubing for candelabra; 
or simple striped mattress ticking for bed- 
spreads; or a swinging shelf under a hanging 
bedside table, on which breakfast could be 
served. 

Pahlmann himself is engaging and unas- 
suming, completely unspoiled by the spotlight 
of publicity which his work has long attracted. 
He was Major Pahlmann until very recently 
and only last spring flew 23,000 miles in the 
Pacific war theater in less than 30 days. His 
outstanding service in the Army was per- 
formed at Camp Jefferson, Missouri, where as 
Post Camouflage Officer he supervised such 
an unusual training course that word of it 
reached President Roosevelt, who requested to 
view the procedure. Some 3,000 men were 
“shocked” weekly into a knowledge of in- 
dividual camouflage under conditions which 
simulated actual battle fronts so closely that 
the men even ate underground. His decorating 
reputation preceded him, and he wasn’t at 
the camp long before he found himself plan- 
ning the Officer’s Club. It ultimately emerged 
in chartreuse, cerulean blue, and_ brilliant 
red, making great use of twill (from fatigue 
uniforms) that had been specially re-dyed. Not 
to be inhibited by Army environment, Major 
Pahlmann introduced spatterdashed, highly 
glazed cabinets, some plaster shell motifs and 
movable Screens with whimsical drawings on 
them, and found the officers applauding. 

Pahlmann has just opened his own office 
as decorator and designer. All the time he was 
a decorator, he was constantly designing fur- 
niture. He has also designed wallpapers, bed- 
spreads, and draperies. His formal entry into 
the industrial designing profession is, there- 
fore, a subtle transition for him. He plans to 
throw more of his creative energies toward 
modern designing and less toward moderniz- 
ing periods. But decorating, in itself, is cer- 
tain to make consistent demands upon him, 
and his eclectic tastes in decoration, which are 
always provocative, are sure to be felt.

How to HAVE 


on a narrow lot 


he two houses shown on these eight pages prove 

the fallacy of the prevalent theory that people 

who want to live in glass houses should own 
nothing less than a large wooded estate. 

Houses on narrow lots can have big windows and 
lots of glass without their inhabitants living like 
fish in a bowl. These two houses (one in Washing- 
ton, D. C. and the other in San Diego, Cal.) show 
two of the many ways it can be done. So if you 
think you can’t have a cheerful sunny house because 
you can’t afford lots of land, perk up and study 
(really study) the principles behind the designing 
and placing of these two houses. 

Here’s the ‘secret. It is necessary to enclose the 
land outside your windows with secondary walls 
of trees, shrubs and/or fence, creating thereby 
some or all private outdoor space. By so doing. 
you create both private outdoor living space for 
warm-weather use, and private, sunny indoor rooms. 
This is even more important for cold climates— 
which is contrary to prevalent thinking. For isn't 
it true—the longer the winter, the more we want 
the indoors to be cheerful and sunny ¢

When some of the short-lived things wear 
damage may be done to more permanent thi 
A leaky roof or a rusted pipe may rot wood 


ruin plaster. The absence of wax will shorten the 
otherwise almost indefinite life of a stair. Fail- 
ure to renew caulking will do the same thing to 
window frames. And a bad mortar joint will in 
time do serious harm to a brick wall, not to 
mention the layers of material back of it. 

Everything about a house is vulnerable to 
time, wear, and neglect. Everything has to be 
watched constantly, and constantly tended. 

Watching means a lot of little things and a 
lot of little jobs. But the little jobs save big ones. 
Regular draining of sediment from a water 
heater will add years to its life. Filling the joint 
around a window with mastic compound is a 
matter of a few minutes and a few cents, but 
failure to do so may mean some serious trouble 
and expense later on. Waxing a floor may seem 
like a mean job, but it is easier and cheaper than 
scraping and refinishing. Putting a new washer 
in a faucet is a minor chore, but continued drip- 
ping can spoil the enamel on a tub. 


well watched, well tended house stays fresh 

with a minimum of effort, because the little 
jobs are not allowed to grow into big ones. And 
even many of the inevitable big jobs like repaint- 
ting, redecorating, reroofing, or replacing a 
major item of equipment can be spaced over time 
so as not to cause unanticipated, excessive cost. 
~ Home-tending can be as good a hobby as golf. 
But if home-tending has no appeal as a hobby, 
if fussing with tools is a repugnant occu- 
pation, it is still better to hire the little jobs 
done promptly than to let them accumulate, as 
they do, like compound interest. 

If you have built the house yourself keep 
‘track of the various subcontractors who put it 
together. If you have bought from a_ builder, 








find out who his subcontractors were. The men 
who were on the job originally will usually. 
because of their familiarity with the structure, 
be able to make repairs more cheaply and com- 
petently thar others. 

If you cannot do this, get acquainted at least 
with a good plumber, sheet metal man, steam- 
fitter (if you have steam or hot water heat). 
painter, carpenter. It is important to be able 
to call on such people promptly in emergencies. 
even if you consider yourself a master crafts- 
man. Pay them, if you have to, to make occa- 
sional inspections of the critical elements in the 
house, for it will save in the long run, and help 
to keep your house at the top of the market. 


here is another important way to fight off 
depreciation—planting. A new house without 
proper planting may look raw and unfinished, 
but the newness offers some mitigation. On the 
other hand, an older house without planting 
is just dismal. With planting, the fading of new- 


ness brings charm. Without planting, it is simply 


premature old age. Planting can conceal an 
awkwardness of design; it can even counteract 
the obsolescence of house design. 

Planting has two great advantages. It need not 
be expensive to begin with, and its cost may be 
spread over a number of years if you follow 
a consistent handscaping plan, adding trees 
and shrubs as you can afford them. Second, 
unlike anything else in the house, its value in- 
creases as time goes on. Thus a hemlock hedge 
can be planted for $3 to $5 a tree, while five 
years later the same trees in place might be 
worth $25 or more. A house will not be bought 
solely because of its shrubs and garden. But they 
might be the deciding factor.

Most of us assume 
that the smoke which annoys us 
does not come from our residences, 
but only from the factories of our 
town which burn large quantities 
of fuel. While it is true that in- 
dustrial plants are responsible for 
noxious fumes, usually forbidden 
by law, it is not true that factories 
account for all the smoke. 

In some cities, such as Youngs- 
town, Ohio, the big problem may 
be factories rather than homes. 
Yet even there, residential smoke | 
adds to the injury. In St. Louis. 
which put on, perhaps, the most | 
successful smoke abatement cam- | 
paign of any city, beginning in 
1926 with a citizens’ committee that 
raised $254,000 in six weeks, it was 
estimated that 70% of that smoke | 
came from home heating plants. 


The human element really causes 


the smoke problem. Operators of 
heating plants who just throw coal 
on the furnace and forget about it 
are the most serious offenders. As 
a matter of fact, experience has 
shown that industrial and power 
plants, being interested in fuel say- 
ings from the economic point of 
view, are relatively easier to con- 
trol in this matter than average 
householders. We don’t realize, un- 
til we are shown, that we have a | 
money-saving stake in the crusade. 
Yet it’s simple. If we burn all our 
fuel, we don’t have to buy as much 


as when we send potential B.t.u.’s 
up the chimney. Over the years, 
our savings pay for new equip- 
ment and service—and then some. 

Why not start with the things 
you can do, today, to reduce the 
smoke of your city by even a frac- 
tion?

d) Hand-fired coal furnace: have 
a heating engineer see that it is 
correctly designed for the fuel you 
are using, providing the right 
amount of air to insure complete 
combustion. 


2. Choose the right fuel so you 
can burn. it up completely and not 
send soot up the chimney. 

a) Coke, anthracite, and natural 
or manufactured gas are smoke- 
less fuels. 

b) Oil: use the grade for which 
your burner is designed—No. 2 or 
No. 3—not heavier. 

c) Bituminous coal: any type 
can be used with a stoker, but 
without one, choose a low-volatile 
type, if possible. Your coal dealer 
can advise you which these are, 
and if available in your region. 
West Virginia coal is an example 
of this type, which produces less 
smoke when hand-fired. But get a 
stoker if you can and get rid of all 
smoke. 


3. Report all sources of smoke 
as you see them. 

Anything coming out of a stack, 
containing solid particles, is a nui- 
sance, whether it is soot, cinders. 
or fly-ash. Call your City Hall; com- 
plain, even if you have no Smoke 
Department. It will make your city 
fathers aware of the nuisance. 


4. Clean your heating system 
regularly. 
| Removal of

A large part of the population 
of our country—two-thirds, in fact, 
according to a recent survey—lives 
in regions in which water that runs 
from their faucets is so hard that 
washing anything is a constant 
fight against soap curds and gray, 
dingy fabrics.

These shelves for records should 
be away from the radiator and in a 
place where the direct summer sun 
cannot reach them, because exces- 
sive heat may warp records. 

Single records should not be 
piled one on top of the other. The 
grooves of the records rubbing 
against other grooves may result 
in a scratch. Single records should 
either be put into storage albums, 
which you can buy at any record 
store for about $1 or $1.50, and 
which are reasonably handsome, 
or you can put the single records 
into special kraft paper envelopes. 
It is not necessary to buy record 
racks, which are rather ugly in my 
opinion. An envelope or an album 
will protect a record better than a 
rack. 

The ideal way to store records 
is to build special record cabinets. 
These, of course, have to be deeper 
than bookshelves to accommodate 
the twelve inches that a full-grown 
record measures. (14” to 15” deep 
is perfect.) But they need not be 
fancier. An _ ordinary 
built mine.

music lover treasures his record 
collection. The records are housed 
in a warp-proof, built-in cabinet. 
The shelves are partitioned. Swing- 
ing doors protect the shelves. Port- 
able stairs slide out, so that even 
a five-foot girl can reach the fifth 
shelf. Albums are stored together; 
the single records are kept in spe- 
cial albums on the lowest shelf. 


Keeping Records Clean. Records 
do not need and should not get any 
thorough spring cleaning. If you 
will remember to handle your rec- 
ords by the edges, the grooves will 
remain unsoiled. If the records do 
get a little dusty, the best way to 
clean them is with a piece of plush 
or chamois cloth. Dust them with- 
out pressure, with a circular mo- 
tion. Never use solvents or cleaning 


fluids. 


Use Needles Properly. The most 
frequent cause of harm befalling 
a record is false economy with 
needles. Do not use the ordinary 
steel needle too long. I cannot tell 
you just exactly how long a needle 


should be used: it depends on the > 


type of record, the age of the rec- 
ord and the weight of your phono- 
graph’s_ pick-up. Records made 
during the war were slightly thin- 
ner and of poorer quality than 
prewar records. To save these, it

If Your Record Warps. If your 
record warps badly, you might as 
well throw it away. If it is slightly 
out of kilter, you might try laying 
the record on a flat surface in a 
warm place, such as a window sill 
exposed to the sun. Then place a 
book on the record. In an hour, 
put three or four more books on 
top. Do not pile on all the books 
at the start, because that weight 
might be sufficient to crack the 
record. Leave the record that way 
for a couple of days and hope for 
the best. 


What To Do With Old Records. 
When you get tired of a record, 
and if it is still a good record and 
in decent condition, you might sell 
it or exchange it for other records. 
There is quite a brisk trade spring- 
ing up in second-hand records to 
be traded at Record Exchanges. 
Several of these, comparable to 
second-hand book stores, now exist 
in New York and Chicago. Most 
of the old records aren’t worth 
much, but some of them have his- 
toric or curiosity value. (The ones 
where the master record has been 
destroyed, such as a few of the 
earliest Caruso records or the very 
early recordings of the Boston 
Symphony.) Usually, however, it is 
best to keep an old record, to lay 
it aside, not to play it for a while, 
and then come back to it. You 
never can tell how your taste in 
music may change as your record 
collection grows.

OPA says that fortunately the 
majority of our landlords are 
honest and comply with the regula- 
tions on rent ceilings.

They stick pretty 
closely to the confidence games of 
yesteryear, smartened up a bit to 
fit today’s market. 

There are six standard patterns 
for the rent swindles being dangled 
under the noses of desperate home- 
seekers today. Run screaming Ike 
a banshee to your local OPA rent 
office and tell your story, if you 
scent one of these mice in your own 
rent deal: 

1. The Strip-Tease. This is not 
entertainment, dear people. It is a 
handy technique to force more 
rent out of stubborn tenants of 
furnished houses or apartments 
when they first say “No!” to the 
landlord’s demand for more money. 
The strip-tease goes into operation 
when workmen suddenly appear on

property or privilege owned by the 
landlord. This may be a “garden” 
located some miles from the apart- 
ment, or it may be merely the 
privilege of parking near the prem- 
ises, but the renter must pay ad- 
ditional for it whether he wants 
it or not. 

Whatever it is, if it’s‘an enforced 
“extra” above the rent, it’s illegal, 
says OPA. If you get stuck with 
such a proposition, report it at 
once, as a certain young lady in 
Dallas did. She rented a furnished 
room without the privileges of 
playing the radio or entertaining 
friends, because the landlady’s hus- 
band, a late-night worker, slept 
evenings in the room next to the 
young lady’s. Later on, however, 
the husband moved to another 
room, so the young lady could then 
play her radio and have friends 
up. This, explained the landlady, 
constituted an increase in “serv- 
ices” so she raised the room rent. 
The tenant was wise and took the 
matter up with the local OPA, 
which quickly changed the land-

Why? Simply because they have 
proved the most satisfactory over 
a period of some ten to fifteen 
years, all the bright young new- 
comers notwithstanding. 

Among roses, it is hard to find 
any introduction in the past ten 
years, patented or not, that can 
beat the old favorites like Etoile 
de Hollande, Crimson Glory, Chris- 
topher Stone, Condesa de Sastago, 
and Souv. Therese, to name just a 
few. Nevertheless, new ones keep 
coming out, and are received with 
hand-clapping because they are 
new, but many of them also soon 
disappear. 


ON’T get me wrong—trying new 

things is a commendable prac- 
tice, for it encourages the breed- 
ing of unusual varieties and types, 
with resultant improvement of plant 
stocks. But don’t go overboard in 
ordering them. When a nursery 
offers new species in lots of one, 
two, or three plants, take a tip— 
buy only a few, not dozens. Try 
them, as the horticulturists are 
doing, and see how you like them. 
New dahlias at $15 or $25 may 
sound like something terrific; but 
they may not be one iota better 
than some 500 other older varieties 
at a fraction of the cost. Leave ex- 
pensive new-to-the-trade items to 
the gardeners who*hope to knock 
off prizes with them; spend your 
money on the tried-and-true varie- 
ties which you've never planted 
before, and you won't be disap- 
pointed. Almost any brand new 
item, if it has proved good enough 
to warrant extensive propagation, 
will be half as expensive within a 
year; one-fourth or one-tenth as 
expensive in three or four years 
when it is in big supply.

My 
own tests of at least fifteen “mirac- 
ulous” new gadgets introduced in 
the past ten years have proved 
their general worthlessness. Don’t 
spend money on them—particu- 
larly on any tools with sharp hooks 
and points to tear surface roots,

your last year’s crops and list those which were really successful. 


garden notebook, your planning task should be easy. over 
There must have been several varieties which you were lured into 
trying which either did poorly in your type of soil or which didn't 


particularly make a hit on the family table. 


List your successes, too, from the point of easy culture and of amount 
of yield in proportion to your initial investment. It's no fun to grow tomatoes 
and find that in the end they have cost you more than the choicest fruit 
in the market. Think back and eliminate those varieties which were too de- 
manding in care and became a burden rather than an asset. You cannot 
help making some poor choices once in a while, but foolish indeed is he who 


makes the same mistake twice.

Be sure there are 
no rotten ones to spoil the lot and, as a safety measure, spread apples and 


other fruits far apart to be sure of good circulation of air.

Check over the condition of garden stakes and plant labels. The 
stakes, of course, should have been cleaned when ‘you took them 
out of the ground, but this is a good time to paint the bottoms with 


Plant labels can be coated with 


white to be ready for marking when seeds are set out. 


If «a sudden warm spell comes along, seize the opportunity to do a bit 


of spraying on trees and shrubs. An oil emulsion spray is good and for cases 


of evonymus scale add nicotine sulphate. If the mixture seems to get too 


thick to be manageable, set the tank in a bucket of hot water. 


Material can be gathered now for woody cuttings. Tie in bundles 
and keep in a cool damp place (wet sand) for callous to form until 


spring. 


Watch your evergreens and delicate shrubs for heavy snow loads. 
Knock off the snow with a broom before the branches are bent 
down with the extra weight. Arbor vitae are particularly susceptible 
to “the bends” and once the damage is done, it is hard to train 


them straight and upright again. 


Did you plant any new trees or large shrubs last fall? If so, look them 


over for air cracks around the trunks or balls and if you spot any, fill them 


up at once with soil. Newly planted trees can be given a mulch of manure 


now to help them out as soon as growth starts. Tighten guy wires and be 


sure stakes are firm and securely tied.

Each of these plastic films and new fibers and special finishes is qualified to do 
certain jobs and do them well. But no fabric is a jack-of-all-trades. “Fiberglas,” for 
instance, makes a fireproof, easily cleaned drapery. But at present it can’t take 
abrasion. Therefore, how foolhardy it would be to use it in a slipcover! 

Choosing the right fabric for the right job doesn’t mean that you will be limited 
in your future fabric selections. Far from it. For there will be an endless variety 
for every purpose. Nor does it mean that you can’t give a fabric new, imaginative 
uses if on every count its characteristics are adaptable. See how “Krene,” a translucent 


plastic film, once seen only in shower curtains, comes into the parlor.

ou live in a dirty city. Let’s face it. Almost all large 
cities, particularly those with concentrated industry 
and a large amount of humidity and fog, are dirtier 
than they need be. You know it, too. That gray-into-black 
smudge at the bottom of your recently washed curtains. 
the soot that polka-dots your laundry after an hour on 
the line, the grimy appearance of the outside of your 
house, even the number of times a day you cold cream 


your face, all tell you the air of your city is a nuisance 
and a menace. 

But you probably are not yet aroused to the point 
of doing something about it. Though you accept the 
necessity for clean streets and pure water, you make no 
protest against the pollution of your air. Complain, yes. 
when you have to make those extra trips to the washtubs. 
But to whom do you address your complaints? Probably 
to your family and friends, not your city officials who 
are empowered in most large cities to take action. 

Dirty air is due largely to smoke. And smoke can be 
controlled. The smoke prevention crusade which House 
BEAUTIFUL is espousing in this first year of postwar 
effort toward Better Tomorrows has gone on_ since, 
roughly, 1273, when the British Parliament passed a law 
prohibiting the use of bituminous coal on account of 
smoke. Yet progress in eliminating smoke has been slow.

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and then check back some more with the 
experts, step-by-step, as the planting and 
growing progress. If you do this, the day 
will never dawn when you’re moved to 
throw up your hands and wail, “I quit; 
nothing grows for me!” Rather, you may 
even come to think smugly in terms of “The 
experts and I”—a very pleasant state of 
mind for any gardener to be in. 

Now experts are hard to reach by phone; 
besides, a lot of them have long since de- 
parted this world. So the only way you 
can get really intimate with the experts is 
through their writings, which are yours for 
the reading—dozens and hundreds of them. 
Their books contain information that has 
resulted from years of expensive testing 
and experimenting.

illions of rooms in millions of America’s homes today 

look just as hopelessly antiquated as did the rooms in the 

“before” photos on these six pages when designers Mul- 
ler-Barringer took over the project of bringing them back to 
life. What they have done to these settings to rejuvenate them 
was no out-of-this-world miracle; it was achieved through a 
formula of minimum architectural changes—plus paint, well- 
schemed wall treatments, and color-rich fabrics and floor coy- 
erings to point up the new furnishings. 

These four rooms are in “Hospitality House,” the New York 
City apartment where F. Schumacher & Co. entertain guests 
from out-of-town. 

Although located within the headquarters of one of the coun- 
try’s most prominent clubs, “Hospitality House,” like many a 


_ private home, had become drab, uninviting, clear out of focus 


with today. And because the Schumacher firm is in the busi- 
ness of providing several of the important ingredients to bet- 
ter living, such as fabrics, wallpaper, and floor coverings, its 
executives wanted to demonstrate, in actual rather than model 
rooms, the soundness of this remodeling-plus-redecoration 
formula—a test-proved plan for making any outmoded house 
a pride-inspiring and comfortable place in which to live and 
entertain, friends. 

Many of the problems they tackled could very well be your 
own problems, if yours is a middle-aged or older house: dark, 
over-scaled woodwork, doors breaking up wall space, awk- 
wardly shaped rooms, poor lighting, badly placed plumbing 
equipment, uncomfortable, unimaginative furnishings, and 
lifeless color schemes. 

Study the photographs of the actual “befores” on these six 
pages; compare them with their “transformation” versions, 
and you will discover that there is a lot of good life left in 
even the oldest and ugliest rooms. You will also discover that 
the greatest rejuvenation of all has been achieved with paint, 
wallpapers, and fabrics—comparatively the least expensive of 
all the components of the dramatic finished settings.

Make sure you stake out the walk so the width is uniform 
and, if it is to be parallel or at right angles to any fixed 
part of the building, that you check the distance in at 
least three places with the steel tape.

here may be many reasons why it is desirable 

to buy an old house and remodel it—but one 

of them is not that it is cheaper. Unfortunately, 
the economic evidence in most cases is on the side 
of starting all over again. 

This will come as a cruel blow to that vast 
number of people who apparently like to buy their 
atmosphere ready made. Yet, knowing the type that 
prefers remodeling an old house to building a new 
one, I am well aware that my saying that remodel- 
ing is not usually so cheap as it seems is no deterrent 
at all. So we won't really argue the point, but we'll 
go ahead and suggest a few of the difficulties that 
might be avoided or at best minimized. 

Despite what I’ve just said, there are some 
instances in which economy does argue for remodel- 
ing, principally when a large amount of money has 
been spent on the landscaping of the old house.

Landscaping, except for those who are lucky enough 
to have a couple of returning Seabees in the family, 
is an expensive operation. And whenever a house 
looks as if it had- just grown out of the ground, 
you can be pretty sure that many years, plus pro- 
fessional designing gave it that appearance. 

Aside from economy, there are, of course, other 
reasons to spare a house. For instance, if the land 
and location are exactly right for the family’s needs, 
or if the plan as it stands is exactly suited to the 
needs and requirements of the family—those are 
two good reasons. Or again—and this is the best 
reason—if the house is sufficiently old and historical 
to justify preserving it for that reason alone, that’s 
justifiable. And naturally, modernizing the old 
family homestead is an accepted instance, whatever 
it costs. 

But in most cases, an architect or builder who 
has had experience with both types will advise you 
that a new house, as a twenty-year investment, is 
far preferable to a remodeled old one. It is impos- 
sible to be categoric about it, however, because no 
two examples are exactly the same. For example, 
siven two old houses, standing next to each other. 
with exactly the same family accommodations, it 
might turn out that one would cost twice as much 
to remodel as the other. 

So having stated the lesson of experience, but 
also knowing from experience that people who want 
to fix up old houses are not easily dissuaded by an

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@ [t would be conventional to report that, 
as an architectural team, the Homseys of 
Wilmington, Delaware, are like Jack Spratt 
and his wife—that Sam has talents which 
complement Mrs. Homsey’s; and that Vic- 
torine makes up for whatever Mr. Homsey 
lacks. Unfortunately, that isn’t quite true. 
They lick the architectural platter clean, all 
right; but the difficulty with the simile is that 
either one could do a thorough job alone. 

However, there is a quality to Homsey 
architecture that is particularly their own as 
a result of the coincidence that they are man 
and wife. From that experience, they have an 
intimate knowledge of gracious living which 
they translate directly into their domestic 
architecture. So far, most of their work has 
been limited to the small state of Delaware; 
but their influence is spreading along the 
eastern seaboard; and, undoubtedly, their con- 
tribution to residential design will be national 
before many years have passed. 

The Homseys count it an advantage to prac- 
tice architecture in a small community, be- 
cause this keeps their work varied. They are 
not typed by any one kind or style of building. 
Besides large and small residential work, 
some factory buildings and offices, their jobs 
include community buildings, like the Dela- 
ware Art Center and the Wilmington Drama 
League, a health center, a hospital, a library, 
clubs, schools, and other community cen- 
ters. In an America where, until a few years 
ago, the only community buildings were po- 
lice stations, fire stations, and libraries built 
by Andrew Carnegie, we have a lot of catch- 
ing up to do on community centers and recre- 
ation buildings. And there are few architects 
helping us to catch up faster in the design of 
this form of community life than the Homseys. 

Like most good architects, the Homseys 
trouble themselves very little with expressing 
their theories in words. But if what they have 
put into their own house, which is a perfect 
example of their talents, could be put into 
prose, it would run rather like this: “The 
house should embrace flexibility in plan, 
quality in construction, and simplicity in de- 
sign. And insofar as any one of these qualities 


ISEYS 


is sacrificed for the others, the house fails as 
good modern architecture. And the smaller 
the house, the more important the principles.” 

Flexibility is essential because family life 
is flexible; and whereas the wealthy can have 
flexibility by building more rooms or owning 
more houses, the family of modest circum- 
stances must find accommodations for its kind 
of abundant life in rather small areas. As for 
quality in construction, it need only be said 
that poor quality is a luxury that small house 
owners cannot afford. The villain of home 
ownership is that perennial thief—repairs. 
And many a modest budget and many a home 
sweet home has been ruined by yearly tributes 





paid to this ubiquitous felon. 


The third leg of the tripod on which good 
modern house architecture rests—simplicity in 
design—the Homseys invariably preach by 
practicing. External simplicity, as well as be- 
ing permanently satisfactory to the owners, 
is a permanent community asset. The house is 
never out of keeping with other houses in the 
area. And internal simplicity of desig is a 
perfect background for the inevitable changes 
of taste in decoration. In the Homseys’ own 
house, modern and traditional furniture, for 
instance, are lion-and-lamblike in their ability 
to get along together—a circumstance due to 
the simplicity of the background. 

As good modern architects, the Homseys 
are well aware that the appearance of a 
house should be a direct expression of the 
plan. So they very wisely refuse to discuss the 
appearance of a house until they have fully 
completed the plans. Many people, they have 
discovered, begin .their thinking by saying, 
“IT want a house that looks like. . . .” That’s 
the last item on the Homseys’ architectural 
schedule. Their advice to people who are 
keeping home building hope chests is to 


. throw away their clippings of what they would 


like things to look like, and to concentrate on 
what they want inside their homes. 

As good architects should, the Homseys 
have children—two boys. And their friends 
report that, whatever heights they may reach 
as designers of inanimate objects, the children 
will remain their finest production.

ars end has not meant the sudden reappearance of scarce merchandise. So 
you may have to wait another few months before you can buy the right tables 
or chairs to complete your decorating scheme. In the meantime, what are you 
going to do about those uninteresting blank wall spaces? We show you one solution 


here. Large, leafy arrangements can’t “stand in” for furniture on the count of 
function. But they can supply mass and texture, and create a focus of interest. 

The arrangements you can make are limited only by the available plant materials. 
[f you live near the country, you may be able to gather your own materials— 
yes, even at this time of year. Nature will already have dried milkweed pods. 
corn tassels, wild grasses, and cattails for you. If you are dependent on a florist 
and he hasn’t dried leaves, he will undoubtedly have fresh rhododendron and 
magnolia, and you can dry them yourself. 

The important thing to remember is that these arrangements, which are to take 
the place of furniture, must be much larger than the arrangements you're accus- 
tomed to. The container can help you get mass and importance. If you haven’t any 
large enough, make a simple pedestal or base, as we did. See the picture at far left. 
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ike all bad habits, the habit of over-specializing 
in a garden creeps up on you and before you 
know it you’re an addict, a very unfortunate 
thing to be. One slip leads to another, your plants 
multiply like rabbits, and some fine spring morning 
there you are with a whole garden burgeoning like 
mad in nothing but dahlias or chrysanthemums or 
roses or whatever it is that has hit you. 

Now such a sight is a very dramatic one to look 
at—during the blooming season. But out of the 
blooming season, it is boring indeed, if not to you, 
at least to the other people who have to look at your 
garden from the window, the outdoor living room, 
the terrace, or porch. And you personally are missing 
half the fun of gardening, even if you do grow the 
biggest whatsis in the world. 

Over-specializing is a bad habit for several good 
reasons. Not the least of these is the fact that a 
garden all in one type of flowers appears not like a 
garden at all but a commercial grower’s plot; and 
until. and unless it is in bloom it is as dull and 
uninteresting as yesterday’s French toast to every- 
body but maybe you. 

A garden or bed planted entirely with dahlias, 
for example, looks like a field of corn most of the 
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season. It even confuses the corn borers, who seem 
perfectly contented to munch on dahlias any time. 

Irises en masse and out of bloom make an equally 
unlovely picture, their only advantage over dahlias 
being that the corn borers consider them totally un- 
appetizing from every point of view. For week after 
week following blooming, iris foliage is yellowing, 
and needs the friendly disguise of other plants to 
mask its declining months. 

A garden exclusively roses is similarly handi- 
capped. Not even the most rabid mad-about-roses 
specialist will try to argue there’s anything beautiful 
or decorative about naked Mother Earth around 
the bases of rose bushes. They need low, bushy 
plants like candytuft or viola to make them look as 
though they had a toe-hold in the garden. 

The same goes for the many other flowers over 
which amateur gardeners are likely to lose their bal- 
ance: gladioli, day lilies, orchids, chrysanthemums, 
and miniature rock garden flowers—to name only a 
few of the species which have had international gar- 
den clubs built up around them, and which are so 
popular they have become “specialties.” 

It is very understandable why gardeners go clear

Wash only a small section at a time, since water left standing 
on paint tends to soften film. Next quickly rinse that section with 


clear, softened water (use water softener if water is hard). Dry’ 


gently and lightly with a clean, soft cloth. (Frequent changing 
of cloths and water is secret of streakless wall washing.) Progress 
to next section, overlapping clean section, so you won’t miss an 
inch of wall. Repeat the washing, rinsing, and drving steps until 
whole wall presents a span-clean face. If paint is very dirty, try 
a powdered pink powder that turns water into a soft green that’s 
gentle as rain water and neéds no soap for cleansing action. 
There are also good paint cleansers in paste form, and one which 
requires no rinsing. Protect clean surface with liquid wax.

smoke-delaced cities, Columbus, 
Ohio, reported that many city off- 
cials were planning new ordinances 
to prohibit the making of smoke or 
new measures for the enforcement 
of provisions which now lie dor- 
mant on their books.

he city of Cleveland, for ex- 


ample, has one of the lowest pre- 
cipitation records of nine cities 
whose records we studied, but it be- 
comes the city with the highest 
precipitation percentage in winter. 
(The nine cities are: Newark, N.J.. 
Columbia, S.C., Louisville, Ky., 
Pittsburgh, Pa., Chicago, IIl., Cleve- 
land, O., Cincinnati, O., Camden, 
N.J., San Francisco, Cal.). Even 
San Francisco, with hardly any 
soot and dirt settling out of its at- 
mosphere in summer, is almost as 
dirty as Louisville, Ky. or Camden, 
N.J., when fuel for house-heating is 
burned in addition to year-round 
use of fuel by industrial and power 
plants. While Columbia, S.C., situ- 
ated in a climate where relatively 
little house-heating is needed, rises 
only 3% from summer to winter. 

But since you know that most of 
the dirt in your air probably is 
soot, fly-ash, and other products of 
faulty combustion, there is one real 
aid to determining how dirty your 
city is and that is measurement of 
smoke. 

Look out of your window. Do 
you see dark smoke rising from any 
chimney within sight? If you do, 
then you know there is dirt in the 
air which can be deposited in your 
home or your neighbor’s heme.

Durene — Controlled mercerization 
(caustic soda bath) applied to fine 
cottons. This increases the strength, 
swells the fiber and adds an attractive 
luster. Shrinkage is lessened. Uses: 
Curtains, draperies, tablecloths, slip- 
covers, upholstery fabrics, sheets. 


Everglaze—Cottons are impregnated 
with resin, producing a “hand” or 
feel and glaze which lasts through re- 
peated washings or dry cleanings. The 
fabric is stabilized to a shrinkage of 
less than 2%. The finish becomes part 
of the fabric itself, assuring a life- 
long luster and original crispness. 
Fabric resists fading and 
from water, oil, and alcohol.

A good municipal Smoke Depart- 
ment will make a scientific survey 
of the sources of smoke, will recom- 
mend ways of modernizing old 
smoke-prevention laws, will train 
efficient personnel to enforce the 
law, if the citizens of the commu- 
nity back up the Department. 

Let’s see what’s happening with 
regard to each source of smoke: 


Industrial and power 

plants: 

In general, the big fellows have 
gone further than the little ones in 
modernizing their fuel-burning to 
eliminate smoke. That is partly be- 
cause they are the first targets of 
a smoke-abatement campaign. Also, 
good engineering assistance usually 
is available to large plants. And 
their executives know it is economi- 
cally sound to burn up all their 
fuel, instead of wasting some of it 
up the chimney. 

The business man, big or little, 
certainly does not have to be con- 
vinced that it is wise to spend $300 
one year to stop wasting $8 a week, 
year after year. Some big plants 
have installed industrial dust-col- 
lectors, which operate on the electro- 
static precipitation principle to 
collect all particles—soot, fly-ash, 
cinder—which fly up their stacks,

But 
other engineering principles can 
produce practically smokeless fuel- 
burning, properly provided drafts, 
draft control, chimney construction, 
regulation of automatic feeding. 

If the chief source of smoke in 
your town is its industrial and 
power plants, go to work on them. 
Public opinion is important to 
them. So is publicity—of the right 
kind. If they co-operate, see that 
the newspapers report it. If they 
don’t, stress the benefits to them in 
dollars and cents. Show them how 
they will save by using less fuel or 
foregoing expensive repairs. One 
company recently spent $14,000 for 
a fly-ash collector on the roof of 
an office building, not realizing 
that the installation of proper con- 
trols over the stoker-boilers down 
below would have cost them less 
than half that amount. The advice 
of good engineers could have saved 
that company thousands of dollars 
and the chagrin of having attacked 
the problem, literally, from the 
wrong end.

Nylon curtains, for instance, 


to nil, because they won’t hold dust 
as readily as other fabrics, they'll 
wash more easily, dry more quickly, 
require little or no ironing, and no 
stretching. And that’s freedom! 

But just any sheer nylon fabric 
doesn’t necessarily make a satis- 
factory curtain material. If you 
want to be sure that your curtains 
will drape well and hold their full- 
ness, choose nylon in marquisette, 
ninon, net or similar weaves that 
are designed to be used as cur- 
taining. 

During manufacture nylon fab- 
rics are 
sure so that they ‘will retain their 
shape 


“set” under heat and pres- 


after laundering. Conse- 
quently, if properly set, they won’t 
shrink and will need no stretching. 

Nylon fabrics should be sewed 
with nylon thread. While the nylon 
remains stable, other thread may 
shrink up, puckering seams and 
hems. Remember this for home 
sewing, too. Nylon thread, on the 
market before the war, will soon 
be back. 

Washing nylon curtains is a 
cinch. Dust and dirt come out eas- 
ily because nylon fibers, which are 
smooth as glass, tend to shed dust, 
and soil doesn’t penetrate them as 
it does fuzzier fibers. Curtains take 
a soap and water bath and a clear 
rinse. They can also be laundered 
in the washing machine, and, be- 
cause nylon fibers are inherently 
the 
quickly. In fact, it can practically 
be blotted dry with a towel. Nylons 
may be dry cleaned, too.

Louis, except with an automatic 
stoker, which also can burn other 
fuels smokelessly. 

This law has teeth in it. It for- 
bids the sale of high-volatile coal 
in St. Louis or even the hauling of 
it on city streets, for use in St.

But it 
took courage. Many cities hesitate 
to rule out the use of bituminous, 
high-volatile coal, the most plenti- 
ful fuel the country has, except in 
equipment which must be pur- 
chased by citizens. 

Opponents of the quick solution 
say it imposes economic hardships 
on citizens to insist on the buying 
of fuel, which may be more expen- 
sive than what they were using, or 
new equipment. J. H. Carter, Com- 
missioner of Smoke Regulation in 
St, Louis, counters that less smoke- 
less fuel is used and that stokers 
pay for themselves in time.

However, letting a contract to a 
reliable builder is no guarantee 
that everything will “proceed ac- 
cording to plan,’ even when you 
have carefully prepared plans and 
specifications.

An alteration 
job is very difficult to estimate 
closely; and though the 
builder will of necessity anticipate

the worst, bad conditions have a 
habit of turning up. 

For this many good 
builders will not submit competi- 
tive bids on alteration jobs. The 
safest procedure is to be sure you

have selected a reliable man, and 
then proceed on a cost-plus basis 
(the cost of the work plus a per- 
centage fee for his profit), with- 
out a definite final cost figure. 


N times like these, when hous- 

ing is unavailable, avoid if you 
can the temptation of moving into, 
or staying in, a house that is about 
to be remodeled. Aside from the 
obvious inconveniences to the fam- 
ily of temporarily living in a dust 
without heat, 
electricity, there is the added “in- 


storm, water, and 
convenience” of paying a lot more 
for the extra time it takes for labor- 
ers to work around your furniture. 

Whether you have a general con- 
tractor or not, it will make the 
final payment of the bills less of a 
shock if you know some of what 
used to be called “the pitfalls,” 
that may blow up in your face. 

Check your house against them 
even before buying. But if you’ve 
bought already, you'll have to find 
solutions to these problems before 
your house is finished: 

i. Possibly dry rot, or termites 
in the sills and first floor beams, 
requiring an expensive job of 
shoring and replacing.

who used to call vagabond gypsies 
“Bohemians” because they were 
supposed to come from Bohemia. ) 
it will always remain a_ useful 
adjective, for we'll always have 
with us young writers and strug- 
gling artists living in some dingy 
room. The term, incidentally, was 
introduced into English by a cer- 
tain William M. Thackeray. 

Puccini loved the book, and he 
and his librettists worked for the 
better part of two years to try to 
shape the many incidents and the 
abundant material of the novel into 
an opera of an evening’s length. 
The first draft of the opera was 
fifteen acts long! When the work 
was already well advanced, Puc- 
cini learned that a rival composer 
was also considering making an 
opera of La Boheme, and had in 
fact prepared his libretto. It led to 
a quarrel between the two men. It 
also led to two operas. The other 
La Boheme was written by Leonca- 
vallo, author and composer of 
I Pagliacci. The Leoncavallo opera 
is as forgotten as the Puccini opera 
is alive. 


A BOHEME was produced in 

Turin on the first of February, 
1896, exactly fifty years ago. The 
cast was a competent one. It was 
rehearsed and the performance was 
conducted by a man whom Puccini 
considered the consummate inter- 
preter of his music, and of whom 
he said, after hearing his conduct- 
ing of La Boheme, “When the fel- 
low gets a score into his hands, he 
digs into it like a miner in order 
to explore its every corner and 
discover its lodes. And when he 
finds them, or even when he does 
not find them, he exploits them in 


the most incomparable fashion, 
down to the last scrap. What a 
great artist!” That man 


was— 
Arturo Toscanini. 

The opera was fairly well re- 
ceived, but it was not nearly the 
that 
opera had been. It took only two 


success Puccini’s previous 
months, however, for the opera to 
triumph. This was in Palermo on a 
Friday the thirteenth, where the 
people went wild over the opera. 
They clapped so long that Mimi 
and Rudolph had to return onstage 
in their everyday clothes and go 
through the death scene all over 
again. 

Four years later La Boheme ar- 
rived at the Metropolitan Opera 
House with Nellie Melba as Mimi, 
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a part she continued to sing “much 
too long,” according to the com- 
poser. Here the critics really went 
to work on it. The Tribune critic 
wrote of the libretto, which now 
strikes us as a piece of sentimental 
sweetness, “La Boheme is foul in 
subject and fulminant but futile in 
its Its

These preparations 
can also be used for dusting mops. A chlorine bleach is a 
helpful washing adjunct for mops or cloths used for floor 
dusting. Commercial disposable treated-paper “cloths” also do an 
efficient job of “dustless” dusting. 
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1.’ Adjust rolls correctly to the pressure required for size and 
thickness of pieces, to assure maximum water removal. Cottons 
can take a lot; more sensitive fabrics need looser tension. 

2. Straighten articles as they are fed through the rolls. Never 
put them through corner first or bunched up. Spread them evenly 
so they won’t bunch in the center. Fold lengthwise pieces 
that are wider than the wringer and feed straight into the

wringer so buttons go through flat. 

4. After washing is finished, loosen tension on wringer rolls.

By the way, do you know why 
you are usually unsuccessful with 
stocks? You don’t start them early 
enough, and you don’t set them out 
early enough. Here is the schedule: 
Sow seed in February. Don’t trans- 
plant into pots, but thin out for de- 
velopment in the seed flat and set 
out no later than April 10th in 
Zones 3, 4, or May Ist in Zone 5. 
They don’t flower in Zones 1 and 2 
at all, and that’s the tip-off. They 
must set their flowering buds in 
temperatures over 50 to 55 degrees. 
After the buds are set they will 
stand any temperature up to 80 to 
85 degrees. The same applies to 
wallflowers. 


Take a look at the dahlia roots, if 
they look as though they are shriveling, 
sprinkle whatever they are packed in 
with water, but don't muddy them up. 
One of the best ways to kill thrip on 
stored gladiolus bulbs is to sprinkle 
them with D.D.T. dust. Any 5% or over 


dust will insure a long range kill. 


Keep your eyes open for new 
good postwar tools and grab them 
early because supply will be lim- 
ited. Steel shank trowels, hedge 
shears, grass clippers, and cutting 
and holding shears are definitely 
back. Lawn mowers, sprinklers, and 
hose reels will be back also, but it 
may be a little later. Put this to 
music—“Waiting for the O. P. A.” 


Roses are definitely on the scarce 
list and will be for another year 
or more. If your order is not al- 
ready in, or held over from last 
fall, rush it in at once, and don’t 
moan too loudly if you are turned 
down for this season. Leave the 
order with the firm you originally 
placed it with for fall delivery. 
You'll surely get them. Don't rush 
around looking for them anywhere.

$ WAYS TO BUILD A GARDEN WALK 


CONTINUED 


The next step is to decide how 
your paving is to be laid—whether 
dry (that is with sand or soil 
joints), or whether the brick or 


stone will be set in a concrete base. 


This will determine the depth of 


your subgrade, as shown in the 
sketches on pages 78, 79. Where 
soil is porous and well drained, 


concrete can be placed directly on 
the earth, but where there is clay, 


or poor drainage, a 6-inch base 
course of cinders is advisable. 
When excavating for the sub- 


grade, bear in mind that all walks 


should have a slight slope to one 
side in order to prevent rain water 
from standing on the surface. One 
quarter of an inch for each foot 
in width is so slight that it is not 
even noticed and yet it is enough to 
have the subgrade and the concrete 
base slope parallel to the finished 
surface, so keep this in mind when 
excavating. You can check your 
slope by means of a carpenter’s 
level and a straight board. Lay the 
board across the walk and set it so 
that the carpenter’s level will show 
the bubble in the middle. From this

ay aside for a minute, if you can, your sentimental attitudes about 
home, and look upon it simply as a hard-boiled, inescapable deal 
in dollars and cents economics. 

If you are able to do this you will find, perhaps to your surprise, 
that money spent on those things and services connected with living at 
home can buy more value than the same amount of money spent on 
similar things and services outside the home. 

The reason for this is very clear. Money invested in making a home 
continues to be yours, whereas money spent on comparable amenities, 
outside the home, is gone forever. 

Yet this is a truth that many people discover only after they have 
frittered away half their lifetime earnings on purchases which have a 
one-time use. A collection of night club and restaurant checks, cruise 
receipts, country club party bills, enjoyable though this spending may 
have been at the time, are scraps of paper with no re-use value. Com- 
parable pleasures can be created at home and for less money, and the 
savings realized ean be invested in making home still more convenient, 
more satisfying, more pride-inspiring. 

The advantage of owning over renting is a time-honored way of ex- 
pressing this same truth, and applies to furnishings and entertaining 
just as surely as it does to land-owning. 

The people who have not yet discovered this truth are the real spend- 
thrifts. Because they are the ones who really throw their money away, 
since they buy nothing permanent.

YOUR OWN BACKGROUND?

ou’d be a phenomenon among human beings if you 

didn’t enjoy getting away from home every once 

in a while. An occasional evening on the town, 
dinner at the club, a week end in the country—they’re 
all good for your soul. For a change of scenery keeps you 
alert, is the best medicine in the world for the fearsome 
disease of getting set in your ways. 

Always provided you don’t overdo it! 

Once the time comes when it seems preferable to be 
outside your home more than you are in it, when it be- 
comes second nature to you to do all your entertaining 
in restaurants or night clubs, all your relaxing in theaters 
or resorts, home becomes a mere stopping-off place. And 
you work a serious injustice on yourself because you 
are not only paying too much money for the fleeting 
pleasures you get in return, but you're doing a pretty 
ruthless job of stifling your own personality. 

Your home is you. Good or bad, it cannot help but 
be a tangible expression of what you like and how you 
think life should be lived. It’s your natural element or 
climate, a place where you are frankly yourself. 

But one of the best things about home is that you 
never have to accept it as is. If you don’t like it, you 
can always do something about it. You have the opportu- 
nity and the prerogative to mold it as you see fit, to 
change the draperies or the kitchen sink, or the chairs or 
the spirit,of the place to accord with your own personal 
tastes or whims, now or tomorrow or next year. You 


can work on its four walls and roof as a painter works 


on a canvas, expressing what you feel about everything” 


from heating systems to hospitality. And everything you 
add, subtract, or change to increase its physical beauty 
and comfort adds to the stature of your personality in 


innumerable, less tangible ways. Home builds you. 


You are investing in the deep-rooted satisfaction of 
home, something that must be experienced to be under- 
stood, and in such priceless returns as a contented family, 
because, if your home expresses you honestly, it reflects 
your care for the happiness of the people dearest to 
you. You are creating an atmosphere in which hospitality 
truly flowers, for guests entertained at home feel that 
they know you better. They see you at your ease against 
a background that could belong to no one but you. 

Could you possibly say the same of any public place 
where you might be likely to seek relaxation with your 
family or entertain your guests? For instance, restaurants 
and clubs by their very nature must be impersonal places, 
pleasantly anonymous, to attract everyone in general and 
no one in particular. They’re not supposed to reflect any 
one personality, and there’s nothing you can do about it 
to add your personal touch to the red leather banquettes, 
or the chromium bar, or the china on the table. To be 
sure, they can be gay or handsome places where you may 
have fun or treat yourself or your guests to a splendid 
meal, But for all of this there is a subtle lack of right- 
ness in the background. The spark of personality is miss- 
ing. And so the family feels that there’s nothing like a 
meal at home after ail. And your guests, who see you 
as a guest yourself in a public place, are cheated of the 
personable, welcoming host who exists only at home. 

Think about this, because there are signs that too many 
people have been forgetting it. From 1929 to 1941 Ameri- 
cans spent fifteen cents out of every dollar for recrea- 
tion and transportation, investing a meager eight cents 
of every dollar in the furnishing of their homes. That’s a 
high-priced way to get rid of your money and stultify 
your own personality. Don’t you agree that something 


should be done about it?

dred dollars in a half dozen evenings of 

They 
could spend more than that on a short vaca- 
tion at a fashionable resort. But where could 
they buy more enduring enjoyment than the 
William Wolfords bought for exactly $643 
when they redecorated their Hollywood apart- 
ment shown on these four pages? 

When they first moved into it, the apart- 
ment was a three-room study in depression: 
antiquated furniture, a jumble of small French 
windows, bleak colors, all set against a back- 
ground of dull brown walls and_ stippled 
woodwork reminiscent of pre-World War I. 


Rather than invest money in salvaging the 





rented furniture, the Wolfords replaced it 
with pieces of their own, brought out of stor- 
age—furnishings not new, but with basically 
good lines and construction. A pair of bedside 
tables, a dresser, a breakfast group were their 
only new furniture purchases. 

The rest of this near-miracle of transfor- 
mation which you see in the photographs was 
achieved through paints, wallpaper, cotton 
fabrics, and striking color combinations plus 
a generous dash of imagination. 

Throughout the project, they bought good 
quality materials rather than the cheaper 
grades which would soon have had to be 
replaced. And the beauty of it is that when 
the Wolfords find their dream home, eventu- 
ally, they can take with them everything they 
have put into the apartment’s rejuvenation, 
except the paint and paper on the walls. 

To the Wolfords’ budget of $643 was added 
a great deal of their own “free” Jabor in re- 
upholstering, drapery and curtain making,

the hands,” a similar refurnishing job would 
have totaled an estimated $1,100—which is 
still, we believe, a modest expenditure for such

t is an astounding thing for me to say that I am willing 

to throw tradition to the winds and come out whole- 

heartedly for Modern furniture and design. For I have 
reached the age where, if I am not careful and watch 
my mental calories, 1 am on the verge of becoming a 
tradition myself. 

To further complicate matters, I live in a state where 
antiques are reverenced like the sacred cows of India. 
Families quit speaking and refuse to go to weddings, 
funerals, and barbecues over an issue like who should 
have inherited Great-Grandmother’s Hepplewhite table. 
The only thing capable of describing the hunt for antiques 
that goes on here is Churchill’s classic line about “Blood. 
sweat, and tears.” So you can understand that my love 
aflair with Modern has had more or less the aspects of 
the Montague and Capulet affair. 

My interest and research into Modern began when my 
daughter brought me a magazine filled with houses and 
rooms in Modern. She began to point out the beauty, 
comfort, and freshness of the different illustrations. With 
my mind still in layers of musty wrapping and the avowed 
certainty that anything in the way of furnishings that 
did not spring from the hands and hearts of Messrs. 
Hepplewhite, Chippendale, and Sheraton, or a reasonable 
facsimile thereof, was but chaff in the wind, I gave a 
delicate Southern Lady version of the Bronx cheer. 

My daughter looked me straight in the eye and said, 
“Mother, you are an old fogey.” 

It was like an electric shock. It tore at my vitals and 
seared my soul. Almost any insult I can take with aplomb, 
but not “Old Fogey.” 

Like most small towns our town is full of Characters: 
the Man who lived in a four poster bed under a live oak 
tree, Miss Bessie who always looks like a pin-up girl of 
1906 in her high button shoes, and the local Miser. In 
all fairness to the town, which is very indulgent of eccen- 
tricities, the fact of the man’s being a miser was not the 
wonder, but the fact that after living in South Georgia 
all his life he had enough money to mize. 

Anyway, these characters are pointed out with great 
pride to all strangers along with the Confederate Monu- 
ment and the “Big Oak.”’ With horror, I could see myself 
in years to come being exhibited as the “Old Fogey” to 
all visitors. 

Something had to be done and it was. I went under- 
ground and bored from within. Every available source of 
information on Modern was studied in secret. Every time 
I went to Atlanta to shop I hunted the Modern rooms 
displayed in the stores, carefully studying the light woods 
and straight lines, and the way the rooms were put 
together. 

Slowly, slowly, love for Modern crept into my heart. 
And soon I could distinguish between good, bad, and 
indifferent Modern. Gradually, without realizing at times 
the reason, the quaint old oil lamps wired for lighting, 
the ornate Victorian bric-a-brac, the Godey prints all 
disappeared from my rooms, and I learned to say “No” to 
a what-not. What a pleasure it was to walk into a room 
and be able to see where you were going; not to have a 
malicious Boston rocker jump at you from ambush, the

When you get the itch to travel, plan your itinerary to include 
the country’s famous flower displays. If you keep your eyes open, you'll see how 


the experts do it, and your garden back home is bound to benefit

hey say travel is broadening. But travel pays more 

dividends to gardeners than to almost any other type 

of pilgrim. For there are some things about garden- 
ing that simply have to be seen to be understood, and 
the elusive tidbits of garden “know-how” that make the 
specialists what they are can be gleaned in no better way 
than with your own eyes. 

A trip through a famous garden or a specialist's fields 
can uncover the most valuable plums of information— 
things you didn’t know you didn’t know. You may dis- 
cover how they manage to keep things permanently 
marked. Or you may see what soil conditions the experts 
create to produce their super specimens. Someone else, 
who already knows such things, may discover that he 
has been planting certain species too close together, or 
not providing enough shade. 

A visit to a grower of a specialty (such as begonias, 
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ee at this map before you plan your next trip. It shows you 
where to go to see the most famous flower displays in the 
country, and you may be surprised to find some of them so near home. 
Flowers indicate what you will see in each state and appproxi- 
mately where. Some you'll find in gardens, public and private, 
some in commercial growing fields, some growing in their natural 
habitats. All will give you new gardening ideas. Consult with 
your local or state garden club to learn about nearby pilgrimages 


peonies, or lilies) can be an exciting and profitable event 
in your life, particularly if you visit growers of types 
you do not now grow in your garden. For gardeners need 
new strings to their bows every now and then, otherwise 
they'll overdo their flower favorites and get in a rut. 
So House, BEAUTIFUL recommends that you take a look 
at the map and plan some trips, by whatever transporta- 
tion system you favor, to witness the wealth of floral dis- 
play that exists at some one season in almost every part 
of the country. Or, if you must travel for reasons other 
than sheer pleasure, seé if you can work into your itine- 
rary a side trip to an outstanding garden, whether it’s 
commercial, public, or private.

@ You have a friend in your home town whose job it is to help 
you get rid of smoke. He is the Smoke Abatement Engineer, 
Smoke Inspector, Sanitary Engineer, Building Inspector or simi- 
larly titled officer of your city government, charged with the 
responsibility of enforcing whatever ordinance your city has to 
prevent the pollution. of your air with soot-laden smoke. He is 
your natural ally in an effort to make the people of your com- 
munity aware of the nuisance and menace of smoke-filled atmos- 
phere, so that they can take action against it. You are one of 
the army of aides upon whom he depends to carry on his daily 
war against smoke. 

But do you know him? 

Probably not. Seventy-six cities of the United States and three 
in Canada have smoke abatement departments of one kind or 
another. It is a safe bet that not more than 1% of the citizens 
of these cities even know about them. Yet, one of the first steps 
in vitalizing the ancient crusade against smoke, so that it will 
mean something in this age of struggle toward Better Tomorrows, 
is for you and your smoke department to work together. 

You see, most of these departments were set up years ago, as 
long ago as sixty-five years in the case of Chicago, which passed 
the first city ordinance making it illegal to foul the air with 
dense, dirty, and unnecessary smoke. Through the years the 
officials assigned to do this job for you have worked hard or 
“coasted,” depending upon the amount of public interest in their 
work and the extent of political pressure upon them at the time. 
They have been helped, in some instances, by active citizens’ 
groups who have financed courses in furnace-tending and sur- 
veys of damage done by smoke, kept the subject “alive” in the 
newspapers. They have been hindered in other instances, by lack 
of funds, personnel, and reports of violations when public in- 
terest in their task subsided. You and your fellow-citizens make 
all the difference in the world in the effective fighting of smoke 
in your city. You must act if you want a clean town.

To keep tabs on all violations of smoke abatement ordinances, municipal smoke 
inspectors must depend upon the complaints of individual citizens. So, if you 
want clean, smoke-free air in your city, you must learn how to complain. Ernest 
B. Brundage, President of the Smoke Prevention Assn., tells you how to do it 


The first thing to do, if you have a dirty city, is to locate 
that part of your civic administration which is concerned with 
smoke. Actually go downtown to City Hall, call on the Smoke In- 
spector. You will find him happy, indeed, to discuss the whole 
problem with you. 

“We wish more citizens would come in,” one Smoke Inspector 
told us, a little ruefully. “Sometimes we feel completely cut off 
from them, viewed with suspicion—about as influential as the 
city dog-catcher.” 

If you should discover that yours is a city without a smoke 
ordinance, and thus without an agency to enforce smoke abate- 
ment, then it will be necessary to begin agitating for both the 
law and the officials. This is not hard to do. Interest is easily 
crystallized when the great damage done by smoke is pointed 
out dramatically. People will act when they learn it costs them $15 
to $20 a year, per capita, to remove (Continued on page 171)

EVERY 
SPRING

f you have a rock garden, you can be basking in 

the full glory of spring while your neighbors are 

still looking for the first robin. Because nowhere 
does spring sing out so promptly and so joyously 
as in the colorful carpet of bloom ina rock gar- 
den. 

If you plan well, you can count on masses of 
color from March through May. And as the season 
progresses, ferns, shrubs, and ground covers will 
make of your garden a cool spot of green, with oc- 
casional flare-ups of rock-loving flowers that bloom 
in midsummer and fall. 

Rock gardens are built and planted in the fall, 
for much of their spectacular spring bloom depends 


upon bulbs and perennials that require autumn plant-

ing. But now is the time to start planning for the 
garden you want for next spring—now when you 
will soon be able to, see other people’s rock gardens 
in full panoply. You can be taught—and sometimes 
forewarned—by what the other fellow has done. 

Get acquainted with miniature shrubs and_ with 
those flowers, so tiny in themselves, that create such 
luxuriant carpets of color when planted in masses. 
Observe the textures and color of ground covers 
and ferns. Notice the kinds and shapes of rocks 
and how they are laid. This will help you decide 
what you want and how you want it in the rock 
garden you'll make next fall. 

But when you actually start planning your own

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HOW TO TEAR UP 
AN OLD GARDEN

Remaking your garden? If the new plan calls for a rooting out of 
the ancient lilac or for giving the barberry hedge the old heave-ho, 


here’s how to dig up your shrubs and plants like a professional 


ou can’t make an omelet without 
breaking eggs. Neither can you 
remake a garden, .bring it in line 
with gardens as they re done today, 
without taking out old plantings. 
Since this year there will be about 


as many people making over gardens 





as there are making omelets, let’s 
look at the problem of digging out 
old plants: consider most efficient 
ways of doing the job. 

There’s nothing easy about it. 
Twenty-year-old shrubs hold tight to 
their moorings, as you know well if 
you ve ever tried to pry them loose. 
There are, however, tricks to doing 
the work, back-saving ways practiced 
by professionals. Here’s what garden- 
ers-with-know-how say to do: 


Dow t be afraid to discard 

First step in taking out an old plant 
is to decide whether or not it can be 
moved successfully. If so, whether or 
not it is worth the-effort and expense. 


One experienced gardener says: “Un- 


less a well-established shrub or tree is 


an especially fine variety, it is often 


more sensible to let it go than it is 
to try to move it. Amateurs frequently 
fail when moving mature orna- 
mentals; to have the work done by 
professional plant movers may or 
may not be worth the cost involved.” 

Look at it this way. Most ever- 
greens, the ones frequently bunched 
around houses, that is, are hard to 
move. If you can’t fit them into your 
new garden picture, at all, you might 
better take them out and _ forget 
them. And then there are the fast- 
growing deciduous shrubs such as 
spirea, weigela, and the like. They 
are not particularly difficult to move, 
but here again is it worth while to do 
so? New plants of these varieties will 
soon mature and be better shaped 
than the old ones. If, on the other 
hand, you have a beautiful dogwood 


or fine-flowering fruit tree or a ca- 





mellia or rhododendron, do consider 
having it moved, even though the 
operation is an expensive one. 

Let us assume, for example, that 
you have an old-fashioned lilac in 


your yard. You like it, but you know 
that it doesn’t belong in that spot. 
You know, too, that it cannot be 
made to fit in with your new land- 
scape plan. You decide, therefore, to 
take it out—make no effort to trans- 
plant it. Instead, you will study your 
plan carefully. If there is a place for 
lilacs in it, you will get some of the 
new hybrids that grow gracefully, 
produce flowers very quickly, and 





bloom over a longer season than your 
old back-yard favorite did. 


Tackle the job in two 
operations 

Okay! You have now decided to 
cut down that old lilac (or big old 
barberry bush or clump of broom 
that completely shuts out the sun from 
your bedroom window). Best way is 
to tackle the job in two operations. 
That is, go in first with pruning shears 
and saw, and whack away at the 
branches and main stem until there 
remains just a stump or stub. Now

he good low cost house has been waiting around 
the proverbial corner for decades. But we never 
seem to turn that corner. 

This nation has not yet produced a good house, 
for families of three or more, costing under $4,000 
for finished house and improved land, through 
typical building methods. (This statement does not 
apply to warm climate construction.) 

The most logical hope for lowering cost to the 
$4,000 price level is in a simplification of our 
building methods or in mass production of houses. 
But neither of these solutions has been accom- 
plished nationally at present. And lower costs are 
not contemplated by the average practicing builder 
now or in the near future. If he will quote prices 
on a house at all, he estimates costs at 20% to 60% 
higher than before the war. Currently, the situation 
is so uncertain most builders want to accept work 
only on a “cost-plus” basis when estimating on 


homes in any price range, high or low. 
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So what must the prospective home builder or 
buyer do? Hole in, enduring makeshift accommoda- 
tions while waiting for the long promised techno- 
logical revolution in home building? Or go ahead 
and build anyway knowing that his house will cost 
more than a similar one built before the war? The 
answers to these questions depend on you and your 
pocketbook, on the extent of your impatience, and 
the extremity of your need. 

Because that need is so acute we have devoted the 
following eight pages to actual stories of how a 
great many families got the home they wanted 
despite the high cost of building and the scarcity 
of materials. Cost stood squarely in the way of the 
home-owning dreams of all these people, in the 
larger as well as in the smaller homes, because no 
matter who you are, or how much you can spend 
there is never enough money to build the house of 
your dreams. These people reduced costs by doing 
their own building or spread costs over a number 
of years by building in stages. Perhaps you may 
find here a way to fit your budget to your dream 
house and get “more house for your money.”

he most interesting thing about this house is the way its 

owners went about getting it. They were their own plan- 

ners and designers, their own contractors, their own 
financiers, and, to a large extent, their own builders. From 
the original gleam-in-the-owner’s-eye stage to the final beam- 
across-the-living-room-ceiling stage it was their baby. Now, 
the casual eye might mistake the pictures of their home for 
a Lake Forest or a Long Island estate, built without too much 
regard for cost in an easy-come, easy-go period.

It’s 


a time for caution but not dismay. Examine plans, costs, and re- 


sources like a hawk, or save costs by doing part of the work yourself

House Beautirut's Building Adviser 


s it still good business to own.a_ house? 

Plainly if you are already an owner, there can 

be little argument. Whatever you may have paid 
for your house, you probably paid less than cur- 
rent reproduction costs, and your investment for 
a considerable period ahead looks safe. 

But what about becoming an owner now in these

inflation? If you have a secure lease on a rented 


times of uncertainty, high prices, 


dwelling, you will probably do well to sit tight 
and ride for a while. This is frankly no time to 
get into the house market just for the fun of it. 
What, though, if you have no other choice than 
to buy or build? Under present costs is a loss 
inevitable ? 
A loss 


Prices are much higher than before the war and 


may be possible but not inevitable. 
the future trend of prices is hardly clear. They 
may be lower in six months or a year from now. 
It is certainly a time for caution. There are, how- 
ever, ways that the cautious buyer can, to some 


degree, protect himself. And there are still some 


compensations in owning that are not available 
to people who rent. 

Certainly two important rules to follow now 
are: (1) don’t buy or build a larger or more elab- 
orate house than you absolutely need, and (2) 
don’t borrow any more than you absolutely have 
to. Let’s look at these rules separately. 

In the first place, you probably have more 
chance to protect yourself by building rather than 
by buying an older house. The existing house 
supply is feeling the full pressure of the shortage, 
and houses are being priced not so much in rela- 
tion to the probable cost of building as according 
to what people will pay at a time when few houses 
are being built. Besides, the present choice is 
narrow. 

If you build, you will at least have the advan- 
tage of the newer article at an expenditure that 
is likely to be no greater, and perhaps something 
less, than you would be charged for an older house. 

And you can more easily scale your expenditure 
down to your resources. (Continued on page 150)

When you take out

Digging up border plants (iris, 
peonies, oriental poppies, and the 
like) is a quite different proposi- 
tion from taking out trees, shrubs, 
and vines. Border plants can be 
dug with comparatively little ef- 
fort, but they’re worth moving only 
if they are healthy and free of any 
irace of disease. Otherwise you'll 
just be infecting your next garden. 

Problem in removing border 
plants that are to be transplanted 
is to do the job at the right season 
of the year. Generally speaking, 
early-blooming perennials are best 
moved in the fall; late-blooming 
ones in the spring. The landscape 
architect who advised you on your 
new garden plan will know when 
such work should be done; will 
know, too, how many chances can 
be taken with them should it be 
necessary to move some of them 
during an “off” season. In tearing 
up a garden for remaking, the 
work must be done on schedule in 
order not to slow up the work.

All in all, the average range of 
opportunity for self-work is some- 
where between one-third and one- 
half of the total labor cost.

people, accused of illegal smoke- 
creation, to get their cases “fixed” 
much as they do with traffic vicla- 
tion tickets. Public opinion alone 
can stop this. But a large majority 
of the Smoke Inspectors are pro- 
fessional men, disinterested in poli- 
tics, placed in their jobs by Civil 
Service appointment. They want to 
do a job. You must see to it that 
your watchdogs of smoky air are 
both qualified and impartial. 

The three main causes for the 
ineffectiveness of Smoke Depart- 
ments, we have found, are: 

1. The law they are enforcing is 

obsolete. 

2. They haven’t enough men to 
keep track of smoke every- 
where. 

3. The public does not do its 
share of reporting smoking 
stacks. 

All of these defects can be cured 
by the citizens of the community. 
They can see to it that impartial en- 
gineers, perhaps from outside their 
areas, survey the situation and rec-

2. The advising of operators of 
existing power and heating equip- 
ment as to proper measures to take 
to avoid making smoke, and, inci- 
dentally, increase the efficiency of 
the equipment. 

3. The continuous recording of 
general information regarding pol- 
lution of air by soot, ash, and dust. 
as well as improvements made by 
the city as a whole and its various 
sections. 

4. The “spotting” of dark smoke 
produced anywhere in the city; 
whether by factories, power plants, 
homes, office buildings, boats, rail- 
roads or even open fires, which is 
in violation of the city ordinance 


and which subjects the company or |- 


individual to a fine for each indi- 
vidual violation. (Your Ringelmann 
chart will guide you as to illegally 
dense smoke. See House Brautt- 
FUL, February, 1946.)

know something about costs of dif- 
ferent types of boilers, mechanical 
devices, and various grades of fuel.

Therefore, the one place where 
the average layman can best be 
used is in the “spotting” of il- 
legal smoke. And what happens in 
your average undermanned Smoke 
Department is that Smoke Inspec- 
tors, busy with the jobs they alone 
are qualified to do, depend on the 
citizenry for “complaints.” (See 
page 95, “The Value of Complain- 
ing.”) 


MOKE Department men are sup- 

posed to patrol the city, but since 
there usually are not enough of 
them, they often go out only when 
complaints are filed against opera- 
tors and owners of smoking chim- 
neys. Most laws allow dense smoke 
for no more than six minutes in any 
one hour, while fireboxes are being 
cleaned or new fires built during 
which time a certain amount of 
smoke is unavoidable. You see what 
that means. The apartment house 
next door to you may be smoking 
up your fresh white curtains as 
fast as you rehang them. But no 
one would do anything about it 
unless you called and asked for it. 

“Without the aid of the observ- 
ing citizen there would be smoke- 
ordinance violations of various de- 
grees about which Smoke Inspec- 
never would know,” said 
Ernest B. Brundage, one-man 
Smoke Department of Rochester. 
N. Y., and president of the Smoke 
Prevention Association of America.

“Further, even if an inspector did 
realize the condition without a com- 
plaint, he might take no action. 
Sure, it’s his job. But if he has 
complaints on other chimneys, or 
other work demands his attention. 
you can bet he'll take care of the 
complaints received, and the other 
work, before lhe will go to work on 
something perhaps 
noticed.”

When a complaint comes in, it 
is worked on in the order that it is 
received. This may mean a delay of 
days or weeks after you have made 
it, depending upon how the depart- 
ment is staffed and how bus? it is. 
In Chicago, which has the largest 
such department in the country— 
55 men—it might not take long. 
In Detroit, a city almost as large as 
Chicago, there are only three men 
and a part-time secretary, so you 
can imagine how long it might take, 
even with the best intentions on the

These records are kept in far 
too few cities, though most Smoke 
Departments would like to be able 
to report what they have done to 
clear the air. The reason? Lack of 
manpower. In Chicago, however, 
with its well-staffed departments, 
records have been kept for quite a 
time. And Frank A. Chambers. 
Chief Smoke Inspector there since 
1908, declares there has been steady 
progress in smoke abatement. 

“At one time all the heating 
systems of Chicago were hand- 
fired,” he told us. “Now most of 
the fuel used in our city is either 
mechanically fired or smokeless. 
For 35 years we have required 
that hand-fired equipment be in- 
stalled only when there is an agree- 
ment signed to use low-volatile coal. 
It has meant constant checking up 
and co-operation, but the results 
have been good.” 

One of Chicago’s chief sources 
of smoke, naturally, has been the 
railroads. In 1910 the great mid- 
western railroad center attributed 
43% of its smoke to the railroads. 
The Smoke Department got busy, 
worked with the lines to try to 
reduce it. The railroads appointed 
their own smoke abatement engi- 
neers, trained their 
smoke-prevention, even adminis- 
tered discipline, on their own, for 
violations by firemen and engineers. 
In 1915 the Chicago Association of 
Commerce found only 15% of the 
city’s smoke came from railroads, 
and the Smoke Department’s own 
survey in 1934 found it had gone 
down to a mere 5%. 

Of course, there still is smoke in 
Chicago and in Jersey City, St. 
Louis, Pittsburgh, Cleveland, De- 
troit, New York—in any large city! 
But you must remember that cities 
have grown, that more fuel is being 
burned than before, and that the 
war period forced the use of sub- 
stitute fuels and the cessation of all

But it must be done 
by all cities in due time, unless 
their residents want to live out their 
lives under palls of smoke which 
cost them money, interfere with 
civic improvement, deplete their 
energies in endless household tasks.

his house satisfactorily, the associa- 
tion granted him a loan to pay 
off the materials bill and any tech- 
nical labor he may have hired to 
install heating, wiring, or other 
equipment. They made an appraisal 
when the house was completed, 
thoroughly surveying its cubage, 
construction, equipment, and land 
valuation, and allowing the owner 
an equitable percentage for his 
own labor in building and for his 
lot. The loan made on the basis of 
this appraisal was repaid in modest 
monthly installments by the owner- 
builder. Today, the actual replace- 
ment value and market value of 
some of these houses nearly dou- 
bles their original valuations. 


HE co-operation of these two 

firms in selling the novice home 
builder the materials to build his 
house and granting him the nec- 
essary loan to pay off his indebted- 
ness offered him a “single deal” 
in building his own home. It saved 
his chasing from lumber dealer to 
lender to glass company to plumb- 
ing firm, etc., dealing with each 
one separately. The organizations 
also provided the home builder 
with instructions and advice. 

This was one way by which fami- 
lies g6t their own roofs over their 
heads when roofs or any parts of a 
house were too costly by ordinary 
building methods. Other families 
built their homes piecemeal from 
funds gained by small, personal 
loans and savings. In doing their 
own building many of the men had 
the advantage of being artisans and 
mechanics by trade with an apti- 
tude for building. But none had 
technical knowledge of all the 
house building trades. Building 
was generally a family affair with 
everyone pitching in to dig the 
foundation, make molds for con- 
erete blocks, nail siding or shin-

gles, and paint the house. During 
construction, labor was frequently 
exchanged so that one man in- 


stalled his 
while his neighbor (an electrician) 


neighbor’s plumbing 
installed his wiring. 

There is a tremendous pride of 
ownership in these homes, evident 
in the way in which they are notice- 
ably better maintained than other 
more well to do homes. Improve- 
ments are added regularly, too. 

Owner-built communities are 
constantly growing and improving. 
And that’s a tribute to the vision 
and faith of the builders, and of the 
organizations working with them. 

Owner-built homes have proved 
excellent financial risks, too. This 
is what G. Hicks Fallin, Executive 
Vice President of the People’s Sav- 
and Loan 
Peoria, and former national presi- 
dent of the Society of Residential 


ings Association of 


Appraisers, said about them: “This 
institution, knowing the trend, and 
carefully analyzing the type of per- 
sons building, has financed the con- 
struction of some 1,000 of these 
homes. We have done this because 
the persons building them have 
proved that they are about the best 
moral risk a home-financing institu- 
tion can secure. Their desire for 
homes being so strong that they 
have undertaken the building of 
them themselves, is one reasonably 
sure indication that they will not 
fail to meet their monthly payments 
to the institution which will finance 
them. These people are ‘average 
Americans’——a man with a wife 
and two children who is employed 
and earning an average of $150 
per month. It has not been eco- 
nomical for them to attempt to pay 
the rent asked in Peoria. They have 
built homes, in many instances, with 
better material and workmanship, 
for 25% less total cost than if they 
were contracted.”

a pressure saucepan imprisons it 
and thereby raises the temperature. 
Let’s see what these higher temper- 
-atures mean to you in terms of 
time-saving. 

How long does it usually take 
you to prepare mashed potatoes? 
Forty-five minutes from peeling to 
serving? With a pressure saucepan 
you can cut this total time down 
to less than 30 minutes, for the 
potatoes need only 8 minutes of 
cooking at 15 pounds pressure. It 
takes about 5 minutes to raise the 
pressure that high, and a few min- 
utes to lower it to zero, depending 
on how many potatoes you are 


cooking. 


HOSE operations aren’t nearly 
he complicated as they sound. 
To raise the pressure, you merely 
put the potatoes in the saucepan 
with a small amount of water 
(about % the lid 


tightly, and turn on the heat. Soon 


cup), secure 
steam will be escaping through a 
little chimney on the lid. At that 
point you put a weight or stopper 
on the chimney to keep the steam 
in. That will build up the pressure 
inside the saucepan, and when it is 
built up to 15 pounds, you turn the 
heat down low. You start timing 
at this point. (Be sure the heat is 
sufficient to keep the pressure up 
to 15 lbs.) 

To take the pressure down after 
the required cooking time has 
elapsed (a table of required cook- 
ing times is supplied with each 
saucepan), you merely turn off the 
heat. The food goes right on cook- 
ing until the pressure drops to zero. 
Sometimes it is desirable to take 
the pressure down quickly, and you 
do this by holding the saucepan 
under a stream of cold water. The 
pan is designed to take this sudden 
change in temperature, so you 
needn't worry about cracking it. 

Time-saving means fuel-saving, 


too. But these are not the only 
virtues of this twentieth century 
cooking utensil. Many vitamins and 
food 


Since you use so little water in a 


minerals dissolve in water. 


pressure cooker, loss of these 
water-soluble elements is reduced 
to a minimum. Vitamin C is de- 
stroyed by contact with oxygen. All 
the air is expelled from a pressure 
saucepan, so more of this: precious 
vitamin is retained. It’s contact 
with the, air and over-cooking that 
robs fresh vegetables of their gar- 
den flavors and colors. Pressure 
cooking requires exact timing, so 
you aren't so likely to let broccoli 
or peas bubble merrily on indefi- 
nitely. And speaking of peas—you 
can cook them in nothing flat in a 
pressure cooker! You let the pres- 
sure build up to 15 pounds, and 
then turn the heat off immediately. 

You can prepare an entire meal 
in your pressure cooker—meat, po- 
tatoes, and vegetables—just as in 
a casserole, but in one-third the 
time. You can cook several vege- 
tables at once (provided they have 
similar cooking times), and there 
will be no intermingling of flavors, 
because you are using so little 
water and there’s no air to cause 
oxidation. 

Meats, such as tongue, pot roast, 
or picnic butts, which ordinarily 
require cooking time measured in 
hours can be prepared in minutes 
in a pressure saucepan. 

When you have one of your own 
to experiment with, you'll discover 
the innumerable ways in which it 
can save time for you and add new 
zest to your cooking. The manu- 
facturer will supply very explicit 
directions with the saucepan, and 
you should follow them exactly 
until you are well acquainted with 
your new tool. But then you will 
want to experiment with cooking 
times until you achieve results that 
coincide with your family’s tastes.

The proper thing to do is 
locate the chimney that is emitting 
dark smoke, find out who owns it. 
get the correct address, and then 
phone or write to your Smoke De- 
partment. 


vee will be requested to give the 
nature of the complaint, name 
and address of the offender, and 
your own name and address, when 
filing a complaint. “Nature of com- 
plaint” means what it is you see 
to which you object: too much 
dark smoke, too much soot, etc. 
It’s up to you to get the name and 
address of the offender, too, for if 
you don’t your Smoke Department 
will assume that you are not too 
interested in your complaint. If you 
can’t be bothered to find out who 
is polluting your atmosphere, why 
should the Smoke Department take 
your complaint very seriously? 

But it’s giving their own names 
and addresses that comes hardest 
to most people. The Smoke Inspec- 
tor wants it because it gives a ring 
of sincerity to the complaint, makes 
it sound more bona fide. He does 
not use your name in following up 
with the offender. He, undoubtedly, 
will want to talk to you about it, 
so he can present your side of the 
situation to the offender, make sure 
your facts are correct. He wants to 
be prepared to answer objections 
by the offender, who might try to 
make him feel the complaining 
party was, only harboring a 
“orudge.” He wants to know, too, 
if you are a reasonable complain- 
ant, or one of the “cranks” who 
exist in every city, and whose com- 
plaints are not worth as much as 
those of ordinary, public-spirited 
citizens. And sometimes, your com- 
plaint is the same as that of an- 
other person in your neighborhood. 
Two complaints about the same 
thing certainly add impetus to the 
Smoke Inspector’s doing something 
about it. 

It is not enough to make a com- 


plaint, and then forget about it,

however. The only time to forget is 
when there is no longer any reason 
to complain. Give the Smoke De- 
partment a chance to work on your 
complaint. But keep in touch with 
the office, inquire as to when the 
trouble will be remedied, report on 
the continuance of the offensive 
smoke. Your attitude should not be 
belligerent, but rather one of in- 
sistent interest. If there is no im- 
provement when the inspector said 
there should be, complain again— 
and again. Bear in mind that the 
city is as anxious to remedy the 
cause for complaint as you. 


OU don’t have to be an expert 

to know when to complain. You 
are not expected to provide the 
answers to how the offensive smoke 
can be eliminated. Complain when- 
ever you see a chimney making 
more dark smoke than you think is 
reasonable. Complain if soot is 
being tracked into your house, if 
your windows or hardwood floors 
show evidence of dark deposits. 
Complain immediately’ if you see 
that soot falls on your recently 
laundered wash hanging on the 
line to dry. (In this particular in- 
stance, ask the inspector to come 
out immediately to see your wash- 
ing.) Whenever you notice anything 
objectionable, attributable to smoke, 
report to your city authorities. 

You, as a resident, are entitled 
to consideration from the city in 
which you live. Yes, there are cities 
in which it is impossible to hang 
out wash without getting soct on 
it, but there are others where this 
is not tolerated. Why not complain 
if your city tolerates such condi- 
tions? Most of your city authorities 
do want to please you. They can- 
not unless you make your wants 
known. And the most effective way 
to make your wants known and to 
have them gratified is to complain 
—complain—complain.

Below Zone 1 is the all-year-round planting season of 
the country. 


This is the Spring Zone Map of the United States. It is divided 
into six main gardening zones, determined by the earliest planting 
dates in each region.

Lilacs and flowering 
shrubs can be mulched with fresh manure now, as can climbing roses, 
istaria, and small fruits. Later fertilization on all of these is not so 
ffective as early spring fertilization.

This is not only because he is a family man, in. the 
fullest sense of the word, but also because he and his 
wife have shared equally in the planning and the man- 
agement of their home and the many problems incidental 
to caring for a young family. Working together, they 
have approached the techniques of daily living as a pair 
of laboratory researchers would. By harnessing science 
and many mechanical aids, they live better and more ef- 
fortlessly without servants (except for a maid two days 
a week) than many families with full-time help. 

The Mays are not rich. They belong in the upper mid- 
dle income brackets, which means they still have to think 
how they spend their money, and must try—just like most 
of us—to get as much for it as possible. As you look 
into the intimate details of their life, don’t brush aside 
the meaning of their solutions because you think you 
could not afford them. Lots of people, with twice as 
much money, don’t live as well.

“OUR MASTER BEDROOM 
SYMBOLIZES 
OUR: WAY OF LIVING” 
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n planning our private living quarters, weve summed up all our theories on 

good living. For our master suite, with its four additional areas that most 

people don’t have, was inspired by our conviction that the nerve-straining 
rush of everyday life should be tempered with quiet and privacy. When we are at 
home, we want to feel that WE matter more than the outside world. This portion of 
our house forms a retreat where we can literally be “out-of-town” merely by being 
home. Here, too, we’ve put into concrete terms our theory that privacy and the 
out-of-doors can go together, when glass walls are counter-balanced by shielding 
walls, fences. or beautiful shrubs and hedges. 

With the master switchboard between our beds, we've demonstrated that the 
routine mechanics of running a home can be “beaten down” to where they re as auto- 
matic as possible. For instance, without getting out of bed, we can turn on the 
heat, answer the front door, listen for the baby’s crying, talk to Marilynn in the 
kitchen. We’ve also proved that most of the little irritants incidental to sharing 
a room—confusion of individual closet, drawer, and storage space, and resultant 


clutter—can be eliminated with proper scheming in original plans. 
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is as private as indoors 


n the two preceding pages you saw how the Mays’ master bedroom 

achieved restful quiet and privacy. On these two pages, you can see, from 

the inside looking out, and from the outside looking in, how this privacy 
extends into the enclosed patio where they can lounge and sun-bathe in complete 
seclusion from the outside world. In pleasant weather, this patio literally adds 
another room to the house and is the scene of many a family dinner, barbecue, 
picnic supper and party. (See plan on page 78.) 

A seven-foot-high adobe wall, beautifully simple and architecturally important . 
in itself, shields the exposed sides of this retreat from prying eyes. This is another 
example of the adroit way in which the Mays’ home is planned to relate the 
interior of the house to the land which is theirs around it, thus multiplying by 
several times the space-for-living in their home and their enjoyment of it. 





rom the big floor-to-ceiling window and glassed doors of the 

bedroom (far left, above) the Mays have this pleasant view of 
the secluded patio outside which catches the morning sun, the 
afternoon breeze. In summertime, these doors are left open day 
and night (gate to street entrance can be securely locked), mak- 
ing this outdoor area truly a part of the bedroom; and to make it 
even more like an extension of the room, it is lighted for night use.

Our Marketing And Eating” 


hen we tell people that we shop for 
eroceries only four times a year they 
look at us as though we were crazy. 
But it’s true, and any of Jean’s friends know 
they never see her in a grocery or meat market, 
except when she runs in to pick up some lettuce. 
We have a “walk-in box,” which is what peo- 
ple out here call a freezing and cooling room. 
The freeze room is 5’ 6” x 6’, and so is the cool 
room. The mere fact of possessing a walk-in 
box has completely altered our way of life, and 
lets us save 30% to 40° on our food bills. 
Why? Because it permits us to buy food in 
such large quantities that we can buy whole- 
sale. Buying wholesale means buying staples by 
the case, meat by the quarter carcass or half 
carcass, fruit by the crate. But more important, 


it means time saved for Jean. We figure that she 
has been saved at least 800 hours and perhaps 
as much as 1,800 hours of shopping in the five 
years we have had the walk-in box. To a woman 
with children and no regular help this is like 
money in the bank. _ 

I have kept the cost records on this part of 
our operation, and I figure that the cash savings 
made on our food bill will pay for the cost of 
the walk-in box in eight years. Theoretically, it 
should pay for itself sooner, but I find that 
because of it we eat better and also eat more. 
We also tend to buy fancier grades, because 
since we get them wholesale, they seem so eco- 
nomical. So our paper savings don't get com- 
pletely converted into cash savings—which is all 
right, too. For we live (Continued on. page 166)

obody likes the beauty of nature more than the Cliff 

Mays. That’s why they do their gardening the easy 

way. That is to say, nature’s way. Since their lives 
are crowded with so many interests, there’s a limit to the 
time they have to spend on their garden. 

So they deliberately went about creating a landscaping 
scheme that would be as workless as possible, and still 
give them outdoor beauty, plus cut flowers for the house. 
They were careful to use only those plants, trees, and 
shrubs that were thoroughly indigenous to their region. 
And they were just as careful to design a plan that would 
look as well out of season as in bloom. 

In short, they put their cutting beds well out of sight 
of the house. And they saw to it that the flowers near 
the house were types which look well even when not in 
bloom. An example of this latter is a gazania bed, beside 
the porch, seen across the page. For when they are not 
in bloom, the foliage makes an acceptable ground cover, 
contrasting interestingly with the green of the grass. 
(Work-free flowers for non-California gardeners include: 
bleeding heart, columbine, peonies, daylilies, bearded iris, 
phlox, hardy asters, chrysanthemums, oriental poppies, 
spiderwort, and rudbeckia.) 

“The best work saver we’ve got, from my point of 
view,” says Cliff May, “is our leaf-raking system. Our 
leaves are quite a problem, as some tree is dropping 
all year. So we have a high pressure water line all around 
the house, with hose bibbs 50 feet apart. With the use of 
a fire hose type of nozzle, we can shoot a stream of water 
50 to 60 feet, which blows the leaves off the lawns, motor 


ere is the back porch flower sink that makes it possible 

for Mrs. May to keep out of the house all of the dribble 
and muss of flower arranging. It’s also a fine place for 
Marilynn and her friends, after building a barbecue fire, 
to take off the first layer of dirt before coming into the 
house. In the cupboards below the sink is storage space for 
vases and bowls, flower clay and frogs, eutting shears, etc.

MIDNIGHT SUPPER 


ow that the business of getting enough food together for a party is no 

longer a major undertaking, why not revive the pleasant tradition of the 

midnight supper? These food-fests are always practically guaranteed 
social successes because, by late evening, your harried business friends have been 
able to shake off the cares of the day, the shy guest has become less reserved, 
and the whole atmosphere is more relaxed. It is the magic time of day when 
people are especially receptive to good food and good talk. 

By midnight supper we don’t mean the fabulous variety such as those served 
at Rector’s and Delmonico’s in a more glittering, by-gone era. You still haven’t a 
score of servants to prepare and serve such spectacular dishes. But the gaiety, wit 
and good talk of those days, the prolonged social evenings, are legitimate once 
more; and a midnight supper after the theatre or concert is one of the pleasantest 
ways of reviving them. 

If your refrigerator is the well-stocked variety, that can produce the makings 
of a midnight snack without notice,’so much the better. But if you really want 
to fete the coming to town of the Ballet or the Symphony, plan a small “after- 
the-event” supper for four or six.

I. This is what happens to linens, towels, cloth- 
ing, when washed in hard water (top) and soft 
water (bottom). The sticky soap curds that result 
from combining even the finest soap with minerals 
in the water, cling to the fibers, can’t be rinsed off. 
Result: your towels and handkerchiefs and other 
household “whites” are gray, rough to the touch. 


2. Dark ring around the tub (opposite page) 
does not mean the bather was exceptionally dirty 
—merely that the water was hard. For soap, com- 
bining with dissolved minerals in the bath water, 
produces a scum instead of fluffy soapsuds, and 
such a scum sticks to the tub. Extra work scrub- 
bing tub could be eliminated by water softening. 


3. A good cook wants to bring to the table food 
that looks appetizing. Hard water wrinkles green 
peas and other vegetables; toughens them, too. 
Water that has high mineral content is tough to 
take in the kitchen as well as laundry and bath.

ark rings around the bathtub, a chalky 

deposit in the tea kettle, yellow smudges 

in the toilet bowl, scale in the plumbing 
pipes ... and, darn it, you can’t get the soap 
to lather! The diagnosis is clear. You have hard 
water. 

Whether you live in a city which boasts the 
purest water in the state, or in a village where 
your water is pumped from a well in your own 
back yard, if you are plagued by any of these 
symptoms, your water contains too many min- 
erals to make housekeeping efficient and simple. 

Some two-thirds of our population use water 
which is hard, according to a recent survey. 
But probably not half of them know it. We 
are so used to our water, whatever it is, that 
we don’t recognize its inadequacies. It’s the only 
water we’ve ever known; it tastes good; and 
it’s pure. What more could anyone ask? The 
answer is—a lot more. 

Have you ever known water that felt as smooth 
as satin between your fingers? Water that leaped 


into a thick white foam at the touch of soap? 
That made your dishes and glassware shine 
without rubbing, and washed your laundry white, 
not faintly gray? 

“Well,” you shrug, “we don’t live in a soft 
water area, so weve had to forego these 
pleasures.” af 

But you don’t have to put up with it! You 
can lighten your household tasks, cut down pre- 
cious time in unnecessary work and save money 
now spent on exorbitant use of soap, extra plumb- 
ing repairs, wear and tear on the fabrics you 
launder. Hard water, though it may be perfectly 
safe for human consumption, isa nuisance and 
expense that can be eradicated. What you should 
do about it is determined by how hard your 
water is and how energetically you go about 
using known and proved solutions. 

if you live in a city—especially in the great 
Middle West—where air pollution by smoke is 
coupled with washing difficulties caused by

MEET ROBSJOHN GIBBINGS

@ About two years ago a book on decoration 
became a best seller. It was written by Robs- 
john Gibbings and was called “Goodbye Mr. 
Chippendale.” It seethed with witty vitriol as 
it discussed the fopperies of collectors, deco- 
rators, furniture makers, and of the vanities 
of the nouveau riche. It infuriated many but 
amused more. It is still being read and still 
being debated. 

That book may well prove to be a turning 
point in the career of Mr. Gibbings. Al- 
though he had been known in elite circles 
before it appeared, he suddenly became a 
national personality. Requests for lectures 
came from far and wide. His publisher asked 
for another book. The piqued furniture in- 
dustry looked him up and one alert manuv- 
facturer engaged him to design a collection. 

Gibbings suddenly emerged from his role 
as a decorator and found himself engaged in 
many diverse activities. He had done some 
of these things before, but the pattern was 
changed. It's stabilized now, and furniture 
designing dominates it again. He is writing 
a second book on the contemporary scene. A 
brilliant, amusing speaker, he lectures _pe- 
riodically. His new routine as a designer 
for a furniture factory takes a large part 
of his time, and fundamentally he is in his 
real miliew when he is designing furniture. 
He remains one of the most individual of our 
contemporary furniture designers. 

About fifteen years ago, when Gibbings 
was first emerging as a newcomer to be 
watched, he made a penetrating study of Greek 
and Etruscan furniture forms. His research 
had shown him these were the earliest and 
simplest expressions in furniture design. It 
also showed him that the fine Greek sense of 
fitness and proportion had been lost in the 
elaboration of furniture over the next 2,000 
years. When he obtained the decorating as- 
signment of planning the interior of a fabu- 
lous three-million dollar California residence, 
his knowledge of Classic furniture was in- 
valuable. The architecture was Neo-classic 
in feeling, but the client did not want “Period” 
furniture as it is popularly known, and Con- 
temporary furniture would not have been 


appropriate against the architect’s Classic 
backgrounds. So Mr. Gibbings contrived a 
modernized recasting of the Greek forms, 
augmented by some severely Modern ones, 
and created a formula that ideally suited the 
Neo-classic architecture. 

Gibbings dislikes “Modern” to be applied to 
his work, for he feels the term still suffers 
from the stigma of skyscraper bookcases and 


_vast, low-slung chairs. Although he concedes 


much progress has taken place since the con- 
temporary idiom first made its bow in Ameri- 
can decoration, he nevertheless holds that a 
European ghost still haunts the scene, the 
ghost of a Modern room with chromium 
furniture, a cactus plant and some abstract 
paintings, “all looking like the anteroom of 
a boiler factory,” as he puts it. 

Gibbings has a decorative style quite recog- 
nizably his own. His rooms have a sense of 
spaciousness, are never crowded. They employ 
luxurious materials, yet the dominant note is 
restrained, simple, and unpretentious. He likes 
to do an entire house in one color, perhaps 
gray-blue, and to spark it up with brilliant 
accents such as a glowing yellow or a vivid 
shade of green. 

He has a fondness for a specially finished 
bleached birch which he uses frequently. He 
avoids all synthetics unless the form and 
the purpose of the object suggest them; a 
telephone meets this stipulation. His furni- 
ture designs are perhaps his most distinguish- 
ing hallmark. Both in tables and in chairs, 
he uses wood as a pliable material which can 
be sculpted to any desired contour. His wood 
designs have a free-flowing silhouette that 
seems to give the material a new plasticity. 

Meanwhile, Gibbings hopes some day to 
find time and the occasion to do the settings 
for a play or a film. In furniture circles there 
is great curiosity about his first collection of 
furniture for general sale. Gibbings says it 
will look like his custom-made work and that 
designing for the machine has meant no 
change at all. His theory is that the designer 
does not have to be subservient to the ma- 
chine. On the contrary, the machine must 
adapt itself to the designer.

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Youll Live Outdoors More 
If You Have Terraces 


By GARDINER EWING 


ou may have a lawn like a golf green, 

and flower beds that rival those in the 

nursery catalogs. Perhaps you even 
have an outdoor fireplace and a lily pool. But 
if you have no terrace, you are cheating your- 
self of many hours of outdoor living. 

Actually, a terrace is an outdoor living 
room—a room without walls to obstruct your 
view of the flower garden or keep out its 
fragrance. It has no ceiling to hide the sky 
or the talkative branches of an old tree. But 
it does have a solid, level surface where you 
can set up a picnic table that doesn’t wobble. 
On the terrace you can sit comfortably and 
not feel your chair suddenly sinking into soft 
ground. 

If they are to be really useful, terraces 
should be planned with as much care as you 
put into the planning of your house. Here 
are six photographs of terraces that are used 
and lived in because they observe important 
practical considerations. 

The ideal arrangement would be to have 
a terrace outside every daytime room of the 


house. But regardless of the number, locate 
them near the house. If your terrace is far 
from the kitchen, you'll find yourself vetoing 
the idea of eating out-of-doors, because carry- 
ing dishes and food is such 2 tiresome chore. 

Besides being located conveniently near 
the house, your terrace should be protected 
from the prevailing winds, so it can be used 
in the early spring and late fall. It should be 
oriented to catch the sun during those same 
seasons. (See article on “Sunpockets” in the 
October, 1945, House BEAUTIFUL, page 94.) 

Match the architecture of the terrace with 
that of the house. If yours is a formal, white 
brick Regency house, an informal terrace of 
irregular flagstones would not be in keeping. 

Good surface drainage is a must, so there 
will be no puddles to freeze in winter or to 
step into in summer. The water should drain 
away from the house. Subsurface drainage is 
important, too, to prevent winter heaving and 
constant replacing of cracked stones. Turn to 
page 112 to see the construction details for 
four different types of terraces. 








re you one of the fortunate ones who 

actually can see out of your windows? 

Can you actually get into your front 
door without getting twigs in your eyes 
and leaves in your hair? If you can an- 
swer yes, this article is not for you. 

Unfortunately, it is all too true that 
many houses built more than 10 years ago 
are beginning to disappear behind an am- 
bush of overgrown, overscale foundation 
shrubs. 

Don’t misunderstand us, though. We 
are not saying foundation planting should 
be eliminated altogether. But we do say 
unless such planting is skillfully designed 
and suitable varieties of slow-growing 
plants selected, the average home-owner 
would do far better to spend his $50, 
$500, or $1,500 on one fine shade tree 
for his lawn instead of for 25 nonde- 
script shrubs bundled around his house. 

How many times have you seen such 
over-eager landscaping attempts as the 
one symbolized on this page? Eager to 
make a start on their landscaping, the new 
home-owners drive over to some nursery 
on a Sunday afternoon and come home 
with their car laden with a “foundation 
planting” assortment. The plants look 
healthy, sure enough, and they are “just 
the right size.” Little do they realize how 
fast some of these varieties will double 
their present “just perfect” height. In 
fact, there were some others the same 
size that cost more, which the home- 
owners didn’t buy, as they couldn’t see 
any difference. So they proudly dot the 
base of their house with spheres of 
green, settle back contentedly in their 
chairs and say, “Well, that’s done.” 

Six or seven years later, however, the 
picture is quite changed. They may not 
have realized why, but the dining room 
seems darker, and the shutters which they 
thought added such a gay note of color 
are no longer visible. No, they are ob- 
livious to all this. For we seldom notice 
the gradual and constant changes around 
us. But one year the home-owners go away 
for the summer, and they see to their 
horror when they come back that their 
house is smothered in planting and needs 
a “haircut” as desperately as a man after 
a three months’ cruise. Their house seems 
to be crouching behind a potential forest. 

So they reach for their pruning shears 
and go boldly ahead. It may be that they 
can cut away a little of their luxuriant 
growth, and shrink the mass of green in 
all directions. This is known as the “pin- 
cushion” treatment. You have seen it— 
great shapes, cut evenly and smoothly 





with no concern as to whether they are 
molding a living thing or poured concrete. 

Or they may use the “topping” tech- 
nique. If a shrub is too tall, cut it back to 
a proper height, they say. But alas, look 
what remains. With the top cut off, they 
have a headless horseman. The outer 
green branches are gone and, they dis- 
cover to their horror, that they have 
uncovered a tangle of seemingly dead, 
brown twigs, devoid of needles or leaves. 
They’ve really the skeleton of what was 
once the main stem of a tree. 

If for a moment you think this is an

The low-down on 


BUILDING IN 1946 


House Beautiful’s Washington correspondent, and 
a national expert on the economics of building, 


gives you his version of when you should build 


By MILES COLEAN, House Beautiful’s Building Adviser

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hen can I build?” “Where can I find 
materials?” “You said spring might 
be a good time to start, but is it?” 
These questions, and others like them, pad 
my mail and haunt my dreams. 

The way of a prophet is hard. Writing in 
October for publication in December about 
what might be possible in spring resulted in 
what may have appeared to be undue opti- 
mism. Writing now, with the snow on the 
Capitol grounds contrasting strikingly with 
the heat (on the housing problem) inside 
that stately edifice, and with publication two 
months away, the result may be just the 
opposite. For, in many ways, the prospect 
does not look as favorable right now as it 
did last fall. 

Here’s a bit of what has (or, better, what 
hasn’t) happened. When the shooting ended, 
government officials were deeply concerned 
about the effect of the sudden drop in de- 
mand for war products. They feared a heavy 
load of unemployment while factories were 
adjusted to a peacetime basis, and saw an 
upsurge of construction as one of the best 
ways of tiding over. 


They recognized that there was-a shortage 


of many sorts of buiiacing maierials. Count- 
ing, however, on both the season of the year 
to delay a rapid resumption of building and 
the known ability of the factories to produce 
more than the anticipated demand, they felt 
confident that materials would be plentiful 
when called for. The real need, they felt, was 
to stimulate planning and other preparatory 
work for spring building. 

So controls were removed. First commer- 
cial and industrial construction was freed 
because these buildings—new factories and 
shops—would continue to provide employ- 
ment when finished. Then in October resi- 
dential building was turned loose. 

Instead of rapidly increasing, however, 
materials production continued sadly to lag. 
The industry, which in large part had been 
actually or virtually shut down for nearly 
two years, found itself in a poor position to 
attract labor. And in order to pay higher 
wages, claims were entered for higher prices. 
Thus began a tedious struggle with OPA 
over the validity of the claims, which delayed 
and, at the year’s end, was still delaying 
production. The great lumber strike and

could be—a satisfactory substitute 
for concert-going. 

I am not being dogmatic about 
it. I am just asking—wouldn’t it be 
better to hear fewer programs but 
to listen with greater attention to 
those you do hear? There is the 
old story of the autograph hunter 
who comes backstage to a second- 
rate violinist and asks for three of 
his autographs. “I will be glad to 
let you have my autograph,” says 
the violinist, “but why three?” “Be- 
cause for three of yours I can get 
one of Heifetz.” Well, perhaps you 
should trade three radio programs 
to which you pay scant attention 
for one program to which you sit 
down and in which you immerse 
yourself in peace and quiet and 
relaxation. Shut out as far as you 
can the noises of the household. 
Send to the 
neighbors. Don’t do any dusting or 


the children over 
fussing around and, in short, make 
believe that you are at a concert 


which you have paid for. 





I also think that you will get 
more enjoyment out of listening to 
good music on the radio if you will 
select your programs. Just as you 
do not walk into a bookstore and 
say, “I want a book to read, any 
book,” just as you have your favor- 
ite authors and favorite subjects, 
so can and should you select music 
by the composer by the type of 
music—he it orchestral or piano or 
violin or voice or chamber music— 
and by those artists to whose play- 
ing or singing you feel yourself 
attracted.

familiar music—the works we may 
set to love or decide to hate. Thus, 
when you look up the published 
programs, remember that you can 
easily sample on the radio new 
works by modern composers or old 
works you have never heard. 

As a matter of fact, listening to 
music on the radio gives us a par- 
ticular opportunity to be honest in 
our musical likes and dislikes. For 
we listen alone and have no com- 


pany manners to keep up. We owe 


nobody an accounting for our 
taste. Perhaps there is a little some- 
thing of that fear in us which the 
counter of the fairy tale, The Em- 
perors New Clothes, felt. You will 





remember that they pretended to 
see the clothes that weren't there 
because they were afraid of being 
called stupid. Music has become so 
standard a hallmark of education 
and culture that perhaps sometimes 
we pretend a liking for certain com- 
positions when we do not feel it. 
Now it is certain that not all music 
will unravel its complete beauty 
to you the first time you hear the 
composition. And it is equally cer- 
tain that you must give a profound 
and introspective work more than 
one hearing in order to understand 
fully what it has to say. On the 
radio you can do so with honesty, 
in relaxation and on your own 
terms. You can take as much of a 
difficult piece of music as you want 
and are in the mood for. If the 
work baffles you, you may shut it 
off and come back to it some other 
time, when you will be more ready 
for it. 

Here is one final suggestion for 
getting greater enjoyment out of 
radio listening: express yourself, 
If you like the concert, say so. If 
you do not like the concert, say 
so. Write to the station or the 
sponsor. You probably think that 
such letters land in the wastepaper 
basket. Let me assure you that the 
radio people take fan mail quite 
seriously, and that they particularly 
want to hear from those listeners 
who do not ordinarily write letters.

while you look for an earring? 
Who is better at carrying carton-

There may be local vari- 
ations of climate within the zones themselves, so allow a week- 
to-ten-day variation between bottom and top lines of the zones. 


oa needs attention in April, and if your work is not 
systematically and rain interferes—as it will—you will find you 
behind schedule in no time. 


The first thing to do is general clean-up. Remove all mulches u 
Zone 4, all dead leaves and winter-killed plants first. Fertilizing, re: 
ing, and cultivation rate next in importance. Preparation of seed | 
planting, staking and tying are last, but not least. 


Spring droughts are unusual, -but they do happen and they are ¢ 
serious. If the drought is severe, it is necessary to water. Stress the 
beds particularly, for next season’s bloom and size of bulb depend 1 
sufficient water. 


Now is the only time to fertilize bulb beds. A top dressing of any , 
commercial fertilizer will help considerably. Bulbs make their gr 
for next season for a period of one month or longer after they 
bloomed. Top dressing applied now will be beneficial. 


And don’t forget the lawn. This is the time for spreading fertiliz 
preferably 10-6-4. If your soil is inclined to bake. there is nothing b, 
than a quarter-inch layer of humus or shredded redwood bark ap} 
now to the surface.

1. No. Contrary to popular opinion 
fish is meat and should be figured 
as such when planning menus. Fish 
is a highly efficient complete pro- 
tein food. It contains the ten essen- 
tial amino acids needed for build- 
ing and repairing worn-out body 
tissues. Fish is also more easily 
digested than any other meat. Those 
of you interested in keeping your 
waistlines slim and carbohydrates 
low in your diet can take a tip, 
for fish, is low in this item. 

In addition, fish supplies an 
abundance of minerals such as 
magnesium, copper, iron and cal- 


cium and Vitamins A, B and D. 


2. No. There are basically only 
three ways in which fish are 
bought: as dressed whole fish, fil- 
lets, and steaks: 

Dressed fish have been cleaned, 
scaled, fins and tail removed. ,(The 
head may be left on or not as de- 
sired.) The dressed fish may be 
further prepared split for broiling 
with the bone left in, or the bone 
removed for baking. 

Fish fillets are the two solid 
slices of meat, cut away from the 
sides of the fish, with no bones. 
Fish fillet. should be placed two 
inches from the source of heat 
and never turned during cooking. 

The fish steak is a cross-section 
cut from the whole fish. It may 
or may not have a bone, depending 
on the size of the fish cut. 


3. No. Fish should never be stored 
uncovered in the refrigerator. Wrap 
them tightly in wax paper and 
leave no holes in this story. Fish 
should be placed in the refrigera- 
tor as soon as possible after buying. 
(Make it the last item on the shop- 
ping list and the first to go into 
the refrigerator.) Fish left out at 
room temperature spoil nearly as 
fast as ice-cream melts.

erans were given preference as 
buyers or renters of new houses. 

To accomplish these purposes, a 
new type 6f priorities assistance 
went into effect on January 15th. 
This system is designed to make 
at least half the total supply of 
certain critical material available 
to builders of houses which (includ- 
ing the land) will not cost over 
$10,000, and which are built either 
on contract for veterans or are 
held at least 30 days after comple- 
tion for sale to veterans (or for 
rent to veterans, if the dwellings 
have been built for rental.) 


HERE does this leave you if 
Woo want to build a house this 
year, or, particularly, during the 
first six months of the year? If you 
are a veteran of this war and are 
satisfied with a house costing less 
than $10,000, you may have the 
benefit of this priority assistance. 
If that limit provides less than 
you want, or if you are not a vet- 
eran, you will probably not be able 
to build at all.

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spading in former years was six 
inches, increase the depth to seven 
or eight inches this year. A deeply 
prepared soil will increase the area 
in which the roots of the growing 
plants may derive their moisture 
and nutrients for full development. 
Fresh manure should never be 
applied to the soil and plowed or 
spaded under just before the set- 
ting out of root crops, such.as beets, 
carrots, turnips, parsnips, etc. If 
fresh manure is available, it should 
be broadcast at least eight weeks 
before seed sowing or plant setting, 
so that the rain may wash available 
plant nutrients into the soil. 





Hardwood sawdust or shavings, 
sometimes used as a bedding for 
stock, may be applied with safety 
to garden scils. The product which 
either one finally yields in the soil 
is similar to the wood mould pro- 
duced from rotting stumps and 
logs. In the raw state, hardwood 
sawdust and shavings produce det- 
rimental effects in the soil, par- 
ticularly if applied in large quan- 
tities. These effects can largely be 
overcome by applying the recom- 
mended amount of lime and a high 
nitrogen fertilizer with the material 
when it is plowed under. These lat- 
ter two materials will help speed 
up the decomposition of the saw- 
dust or shavings. 





When transplanting young plants, 
never take them by the stem, but 
rather grasp them gently by the 
leaves and place in position. In re- 
moving the plants from the seed 
bed, run a stick, knife, or trowel 
under the plants to loosen the soil, 
so that when they are lifted as

when the germination is known, 
the seeds may be used. 

When yon sow seed for the early 
crops, such as tomatoes, eggplants, 
peppers, or early cabbage, they 
should be planted in rows about 
two to three inches apart. Make the 
bottom of the furrow about one-half 
inch wide. Scatter the seeds over 
the one-halit inch wide furrow so 
they will not come into direct con- 
tact with one another. Plants will 
have more room to develop and 
there will be a circulation of air 
around the base of the individual 
plants. The soil surface will dry 
off more readily and will reduce 
the possibility of “damping off.” 
Do not sow seed thickly in the row. 
These same directions apply for 
other seed planted in window boxes, 
coldframes, er in the greenhouse. 

How can you tell when your gar- 
den soil is ready to be prepared 
for planting? It should not contain 
excessive amounts of moisture but 
should fall freely from the spading 
fork. Broadcast the manure, com- 
post, or other organic matter for 
working into the soil. Also apply 
a liming material, using approxi- 
mately 50 pounds of pulverized 
limestone to every 1,000 square feet 
of garden surface. In addition to 
this, broadcast at least half of the 
amount of fertilizer to be used in 
the garden. Then spade the well 
rotted organic matter, lime, and 
fertilizer under to the full depth

| What Is Hard Water?

\l water is drawn from the 
»|, where it has been deposited 


from the clouds over the centuries. 
When it leaves the sky, it is pure, 
of course. But as it falls through 
the air it dissolves gases, collects 
dust, and when it seeps through 
layers of rock, sand, and stone it 
dissolves minerals such as lime and 
magnesium, carrying them along 
with it. By the time it reaches you, 
it no longer is just water. Surface 
waters pick up dirt, bacteria, and 
dissolved mineral particles. Well 
waters, though crystal-clear and bac- 
teriologically acceptable, usually 
have much dissolved mineral matter 
in them. Most city systems get rid 
of the dirt and bacteria, making 
the water perfectly safe for drink- 
ing. But, since the minerals won't 
hurt you, all too frequently they 
are left in. It is these dissolved bits 
of rock, stone, iron, etc., that unite 
with your soap to form a sticky 
curd which won’t turn into fluffy 
suds, which clings to everything 
you submerge in the water, which 
makes your white linens an ugly 
gray and rough to the touch. They 
are the culprits who attach them- 
selves to the insides of hot water 
heating coils and plumbing pipes, 
building up through the years until 
the space for the passage of the 
water is reduced to almost nothing 
and you have to buy new pipes.

The four 
most popular ones are borax, wash- 
ing soda, tri-sodium phosphate, and 
the so-called water normalizers sold 
under various trade names. All are 
best used by being added to the 
water before the soap touches it. 
And if a scum appears as a result, 
remove it. 

Borax is especially good for 
woolens, silks and delicate fabrics. 

Washing soda is harmless to 
cottons and linens, but not entirely 
safe for wool or silk. 

Tri-sodium phosphate, such as 
Oakite and other commercial brands 
is especially good for white cottons 
and linens and, in mild solutions, 
for fast colors. 

Water normalizers, such as Cal- 
gon and Soilax, can be added to 
the water with the soap. They are 
harmless to

Household Water Softeners 

The manufacture and sale of 
small household water softening 
units was developed into a thriy- 
ing business before the war. There 
were some 450,000 separate units 
in operation then, according to Mr. 
Olson, and in 1937 a new wrinkle 
was introduced: the rental of units 
by householders who pay a fee for 
their use. These units are serviced 
by the company, the charge being 
about $3 a month for a unit to take 
care of the water used by a family 
of four in a seven-room house. It is 
predicted household water softening 
will increase ten-fold in this post- 
war period. For people are begin- 
ning to regard water softening as 
a necessary thing. Even in cities 
which soften their whole water sup- 
plies, some householders want in- 
dividual softeners in order to reduce 
hardness to absolute zero. 

A household softener is installed 
at the cold water inlet to your 
house, usually in the cellar. All the 
water you use flows first through a 
mineral bed within the softener, 
where it deposits its own minerals 
before flowing to your faucets. The 
mineral bed usually is zeolite. This 
material has a special attraction for 
particles of lime and magnesium 
and, to a limited degree, iron as 
well. 

When the mineral bed has ab- 
sorbed all the particles from the 
water that it can, it is re-charged 
or re-activated by the addition of 
commen kitchen salt. Household 
softeners may be automatically con- 
trolled by meter, switch or electric 
clock, or they may be manually 
operated. 

The rental units have replace- 
able zeolite “shells” which are ex- 
changed for recharged ones at 
intervals by the company, and the 
“spent” shell is taken to a service 
station for reconditioning.- The 
water softening service stations 
numbered 310 as of January 1, 
1946, according to Mr. Olsen, and 
they served 752 separate commu- 
nities, besides homes, in nearby 
areas having no municipal water 
connections. 

The cost of a household softener 
depends upon how hard your water 

how much water you use and 
how fast it must flow through the 
pipes. As an example, a softener 
with a capacity of 73,000 gallons 
a year (about what is needed for 
an ayerage family of four), treat-

per gallon hardness, would cost 
about $190, manually operated. 
$275 automatically operated. You 
can install a softener for as little as 
$100, or you may pay $400. You 
must match its size and capacity 
to your water's hardness and your 
use of water. If your pipes are 
large or if the flow rate is relatively 
fast, you cannot pull that much 
water through a small-sized sof- 
tener. The manufacturers’ repre- 
sentatives inspect each household 
and analyze its water, before rec- 
ommending the size and kind of 
softener that will work for you. 

Most household softeners extract 
calcium and magnesium, the two 
minerals most frequently found in 
hard water. But there is other 
household equipment for removal 
of iron, where necessary. If you 
have noticed a reddish tinge in that 
telltale line around your bathtub, 
that means excess iron in the water. 
It’s one of the most disagreeable 
kinds of hard water, for it turns 
everything brown, as the iron oxi- 
dizes upon meeting air. And the 
stain won’t come out. 

There are filters to remove dirt, 
activated carbon purifiers to take 
away bad taste or odor, neutralizers 
to stop corrosion of pipes if your 
water is acid. Ask your water sof- 
tening representative about them, 
as soon as reconversion is a full- 


fledged fact. 


Municipal Water Softening 

Water treatment has. become 
an intricate business. Strangely 
enough, the most intricate system 
often is the simplest. A water sof- 
tening plant, to treat all the water 
in a city or town, is an engineer- 
ing and chemical job of some mag- 
nitude. But it solves the problem 
most efficiently and most economi- 
cally for citizens when hard water 
is the curse of a whole community. 

It is simpler and cheaper to 
soften all the water of a city, even 
if only a certain percentage of the 
total will be used for washing and 
bathing. Charles P. Hoover, Chief 
Chemist of the Columbus, Ohio, 
Water Department, declares that if 
only 1% of the water delivered in 
Columbus were used each day with 
soap, the soap savings effected by 
softening the whole supply would 
be $650,000 a year. 

There are about 700 municipal 
water softening plants serving ap- 
proximately 12,500,000 people in 
about 940 communities of this 
country, as of January 1, 1946, 
when Mr. Olson made his last cen- 
sus estimate. Eighty-nine of these 
were put into operation since 1941,

And the weeds and bare spots in the lawn should be administered to 
now. Rough up the bare spots and spill in some seed to avoid crab grass 


later on. 


Zones 1 and 2 should look out for amelia scale, and even if it is not 
present, start spraying any good emulsified oil spray with or without 
nicotine. 

Last call for planting gladioli in Zones 1 and 2, and, if you want to 
save a chore for next year. plant them at least 4 to 6 inches deep. Gladioli 
at that depth can stay in the ground over winter, and if planted at that 
depth, they will come up the second year, saving harvesting, cleaning 


and replanting. 


Get acquainted with montbretias, a too often neglected flower. I didn’t 
begin to appreciate them until two years ago. They are absolutely hardy 
in Zones 1 and 2, and parts of Zone 3. Differing from gladiolus, they are 


rugged and beautiful and last much longer than cut flowers. 


What a break lily lovers are going to get this year! All the good items 
like Speciosum Rubrum and Album came back into the catalogs last 
fall and are in the spring catalogs. There is no lily that can equal these 
for cutting. Plant them early in April for best results, and plant them 
deep. To prove how highly prized the rubrum lily is as a cut flower, 
the few florists’ shops that have had them have sold them easily at $10 
per dozen blooms. One good bulb should produce a dozen blooms. 


Policing the perennial border is a must chore for early this month. 
The plants have not sufficiently started to interfere with close surface 
cultivation and cleaning. This is the time to top dress with good com- 
mercial fertilizer or bone meal. Sprinkle it between the plants and 
scratch it in, but go light and easy with the scratching. Dig out long- 
rooted weeds thoroughly, or you'll be sorry later in the season. 

Fill-ins can be made in perennial borders during this period in spots 
where the plants have been winter killed. April-planted perennials are 
almost as good as fall planted ones, but don’t wait until May except 
in Zones 5 and 6, 


Dig up heavy, overgrown clumps of hardy chrysanthemums. Split them 
carefully, discarding all but the fresh outside divisions, which should 
immediately be replanted. Those clumps that do not require digging 
should be cleaned up thoroughly. Cut away old stems and dead foliage 
and give them a good feeding of bone meal or commercial fertilizer.

Some list! Well, they all do better with early planting, so why wait 
until May? Those marked “last call” really must go in now to do any 
good at all. 


Now for a list of vegetable seeds to plant outdoors in Zones 3 and 4. 
(Zone 2 can plant everything in April) : 

Beets, Swiss chard, cabbage, carrots, broccoli, dandelion salad, dill, 
endive, lettuce, all herbs, kohlrabi, leek, okra, onion seed, sets and plants, 
parsley, peas (last call), radish, spinach, sorrell and summer turnips. 

Plants of cabbage, broccoli, kohlrabi, cauliflower, parsley, and lettuce 
can be set out, for almost all of these vegetables must be planted as early 
in April as the ground can be worked for best results. 


Have I ever grown all these things? You bet I have, and what I found 
out was mainly through trial and error. Try eating late-sown radishes, 
or try to grow spinach from Jater sowings. The radishes may appeal 
to you, if you are the kind of person who sprinkles hot cayenne pepper 
seeds on a steak. 


By the way, if you like home-grown potatoes as'much as I do, and 
have room to grow them, April is the month to plant early varieties 


like Irish Cobbler, Early Rose, Red Bliss, etc. 

Here is what I have found best for azaleas, rhododendrons, andromedas, 
and laurel. Rough up the mulch that has packed down, spread 10-6-4 
fertilizer around, about one pound per medium size plant. Add new 
peat moss, humus, or shredded redwood bark where needed. Two weeks 
later sprinkle about a quarter-pound of aluminum sulphate around each 


plant and, if dry, water in thoroughly.

The milk has a good fresh flavor, 
it is just slightly whiter than fresh 
milk, perfectly blended, and must 
be treated as carefully as fresh 
milk. It is equally good for drink- 
ing and for cooking.

Under the brand Ki-Lo, this 
milk is sold at R. H. Macy’s, New 
Yorke City, and the price is 36 
cents a pint tin. 





Goat’s milk is higher in pro- 
tein than cow’s milk, the fat is 
more finely divided, and the curd 
formed in the stomach is softer 
and smaller. This makes the milk 
easier to digest, and so goat’s milk 
is often a food 
for delicate babies and for invalids. 
The milk is very, very white, with 
a slightly chalky smell and flavor.

Lots of people like to change the 
face of their homes by changing 
the foundation planting, replacing 
overgrown evergreens and shifting 
the plants around in general. All 
this can be done in early April, 
but as soon as new growth starts, 
let your shrubs alone. 


Strawberry beds need a lot of 
attention now. Feed well with bone 
meal, preferably, or well-rotted 
manure. Light surface cultivation 
followed by a redwood bark or 
straw mulch will save loads of mid- 
summer weeding and will keep the 
fruits clean. The only way I could 
ever save from the 
birds was to erect a cheesecloth 
tent over the bed. 


the berries 


A little extra care in seed sow- 
ing always saves loads of time later, 
when time is at a premium. I’m 
referring to thinning. Seed dropped 
thoroughly and carefully takes time 
it is true, but you all know what a 
difficult and time-killing job thin- 
ning is. Big seeds can be inserted 
one at a time, small seed can be 
tapped out of a packet so gently as 
almost to control the placing of 
each seed. Always open the packet 
flap carefully so that it does not 
tear. Then hollow it out so that the 
flap forms almost a perfect V. 
Grasp the packet by the thumb and 
index finger, let the first finger beat 
or lightly tap the packet, and the 
fine seed will march out slowly.

in the best-planned border. 

Edgings simplify maintenance, too. They keep the soil from 
meandering over onto other beds or lawn during heavy rains o1 
hosings. And they make an excellent don’t-go-past-this-line warn- 
ing for the over-enthusiastic gardener who. left to his own fancies. 
can let beds grow wider and wider as the seasons go by, until 
they end up looking like the encroaching jungle. 

If they are in the form of low evergreen hedges, as shown at 
the right, edgings can pick up a color and texture note which 
may be the predominating one in your tree plantings. Tf, for 
example, you have a number of large spreading yews around your 
erounds, it’s an extremely pleasing picture to the eye when the 
dark green color and the dense, close texture of trees are repeated 
in garden edgings of yew hedges, dwarf versions of yew trees. 

Edgings which are architectural in character—such as those 
of brick around the flower beds of a brick house—can help 
greatly to make the garden and house an integrated picture 
Such an artistic effect, which gives a “planned” look to the garden. 
is especially desirable where the flowex beds are located close 
to the house. 

The sketches on the opposite page show eight different types of 
dgines, offered only as suggestions. But they will give you an 
idea, at least, of the crispness and finish an edging can give 
to your planting. The design of your own edgings should be

f you’ve had the experience of being set back on 

your heels upon being told the price of a young 

tree, shrub, or plant, which you are eager to 
own, you probably harbor the notion that nursery- 
men are either (a) making a walloping profit in 
general, or (b) taking you, in particular, for a ride. 
Both deductions are incorrect, unfair to your nur- 
seryman, and evidence that you don’t know that in 
the purchase of such plant material you're actually 
getting more for your money than for any other in- 
vestment for your home. 

Why do plant materials cost as they do? Here’s 
why: the nursery business is loaded to the gunwales 
with overhead expenses not usual to other business 
enterprises. It is also as full of chance as a roulette 
game. There are more “acts of God” mixed up in it 
than in almost any other business known. And every- 
thing to do with plant culture takes time, which is 
the same as money when skilled labor is involved. 

Here are some of the hurdles the nurseryman has 
to get over, to end up with any profit: 


1. He must have a great acreage of land, fa: 


greater than the space needed for, say, a factor 

producing the same dollar value in merchandise. 
2. He must plant large portions of this acreage.

@ It takes 3 or 4 years of constant care to produce a 
forsythia shrub of three to four feet in height, selling 
at about 75c for run-of-row plant, $2 to $3 for 
specimen plants. 


@ Shrubs are started by cuttings rooted in sand in 
greenhouse bench. Skilled workers are required for this 
operation. Cuttings are left in sand for about two to 
three weeks. 


@® Shrubs are then removed to small pots and set on 
greenhouse bench. They must be “hardened off" by 
gradual lowering of the temperature. Then pots are 





moved into cold frames and “'cooled off" until ready 
for planting in field. 


@ Must be cut back to ground first year, after trans- 
planting into open field. Specimen plants must be 
transpianted again for wide spacing, and sprayed 
twice a year. Average grade, usually bought for filler 
material, is not widely spaced or sprayed.

@ It takes 12 years of downright mollycoddling to 
bring an upriaht yew to about 4 feet in height, when 
it will sell for around $5. This tree would never make 
any nurseryman rich. 


@ |t can be propagated by three methods, but the 
most successful one is by cutting. Cuttings must first 
be rooted in sand. Because yews are slow to root, 
they are best started in late summer or fall. It takes 
about 4 to 5 weeks to root, and 15% to 25% of the 
cuttings never mature. This work must be done by 
highly skilled, well-paid workers. 


@ When rooted, the cuttings are put into 2!/5-inch 
pots in cold frames, and held there for one year— 
which means more skilled labor. 


@ Rooted cuttings are then transplanted into open 
fields, and spaced fairly close together at the start. 
It takes about one year for them to get established. 
They grow only about three inches a year for the first 
three years. 


@ The young trees must be transplanted every three 
years. Once well established, their rate of growth is 
about four inches per year. 


@ Trees must be sprayed for aphis yearly, although 
yews are good disease-resisters; even so, it takes 15 
years for each tree to grow to about 4 feet in height. 


rc UNORE RANE 


@ It takes 14 years of constant nursery care to pro- 
duce a white pine tree 15 feet high which will sell, 
balled and burlapped, for around $50. 


@ Tree is propagated by sowing seed in frames 
in the early spring. The seed bed must be especially 
prepared to avoid damping off. Tree is maintained os 
a seedling for about two years. 


@ Plant is moved to another bed when about 4 to 6 
inches high. Then it is carried on for another 2 years 
before it is possible to move it into field. 


@ After transplanting outdoors, it takes about one 
year to get established before new growth begins. 
Then rate of growth is about one foot per year. 


@ |t+ must be root-pruned or transplanted every 3 
years. Then it gets corrective pruning, as required, to 
shape it into a good specimen. It must be sprayed 
about twice yearly until it is ready to sell. 


@ It takes 10 years of constant care to produce a 
Norway maple tree 12 to 14 feet high, 2 to 2!/y inches 
in caliper. It sells, bare root, for around $10. To pro- 
duce a maple 22 feet high, 3 to 4 inches in caliper, 
requires 20 years’ care, and it sells for about $40. 


® Seeds are sown in beds, irrigated and maintained 
for one year. 


@ One-year seedlings are planted out, irrigated and 
maintained until they are about 3 years old. 


@ After 2 years they are cut back almost to ground 
to insure straight stems and main leaders. About 13% 
are not strong enough to carry on after this cutting. 


@ Specimen trees moved out for permanent planting 
in land specially prepared. Spaced 2 to 3 feet apart 
per inch of caliper. 


@ Must be sprayed 2 or 3 times each season, culti- 
vated 5 or 4 times each season, and pruned to shape 
yearly. Must be maintained for about 16 years for a 
3-inch caliper tree—about 20 years for 4-inch caliper. 


@ Most economical to handle is a tree 2-2!/, inches 
in caliper as it can be moved bare root. After that, 
trees up to 4 to 5 inches in caliper are balled and 
burlapped. Sizes over that are balled, burlapped, 
platformed. Difficulty of handling large sizes pushes 
the cost way up.

@ It takes 6 to 7 years of constant care to produce 
an evergreen azalea 18 inches high which, balled and 
burlapped, sells for $7.50.

proved synthetic plant hormones, as a gardener you’re over- 


working yourself, underworking what science has to offer

ou probably have read—and 
“tchk-tchked” over—the re- 
ports on how hormone injec- 
tions are working near-miracles in 
the treatment of people upon whose 
glandular systems Nature has played 
some pretty mean tricks. But almost 
as amazing are the near-miracles 
being worked on plants and trees, 
with various plant hormones. These, 
too, you may have read about, but 
have you learned their various and 
valuable uses in your own garden? 
These plant hormones are not or- 
ganic ones, like some of the hor- 
mones injected into human beings. 
They are synthetic ones, produced 
in the chemists’ laboratories (don’t 
ask us how) like many of the syn- 
thetic vitamins we take when we 
don’t assimilate enough of the real 
McCoy from the foods we eat. 
These synthetic hormones com- 
prise a long list of chemicals you 
wouldn’t want to hear about, but all 
of them produce the same effect, in 
varying degrees, so each of the mar- 
keted brands do several or more 
magic sorts of things, some better 
at one, some better at other jobs.

are the four jobs plant hormones 
can do for you: 

1. They can kill weeds by stimu- 
lating them to overdo the thing, as 
it were, and grow so fast they liter- 
ally work themselves to death while 
doing it. 

2. They can prevent the prema- 
ture dropping of fruit, flowers and 
leaves. 

3. They can stimulate faster grow- 
ing of roots on plants started from 
cuttings. 

4. They can artificially pollinate 
“lady” holly trees and hothouse 
“lady” tomato plants so that they 
will produce fruit when there is no 
“mister” plant nearby. 

The weed-killing hormone com- 
binations have made good in the 
biggest way because they are some- 
thing gardeners have been sending 
up little prayers for these many 
years. 

What goes into these weed-killing 
hormone mixtures is anybody’s 
cuess except a scientist’s. But what 
they do is definitely spectacular. 
They work like mischievous pixies. 
When a spray of the stuff hits a 
weed, figuratively speaking the weed 
gets slap-happy and literally “bursts 
its breeches.” 

You can almost see this happen-

164 shows how not to store food 
products which are liable to at- 
tack. Cereals, flour, etc. should be 
removed from their cardboard 
paper containers and stored in 
glass or tin containers with tightly 
fitting lids. If one package becomes 
infested, the pests will quickly find 
their way into other foodstuffs in 
loosely covered containers. When 
you throw out an infested package, 
do it in such a way that the insects 
and larvae are destroyed. Burning 
is the best procedure. 


F ANY cereal dust has spilled and 

accumulated on your shelves or 
in your drawers, get rid of it. Re- 
move all the packages, and clean 
the shelves thoroughly. Spray all 
corners, cracks, and crevices with 
a nonpoisonous contact insecticide. 
Do not use a spray containing DDT 
around food products, or in cup- 
boards where food is stored.

Cyclamen 
Since the cyclamen frequently

‘ers and with 25 or 30 buds, 3 
months of flowering may be ex- 
pected, provided it is kept cool (the 
florist’s houses are 52 degrees) 
and very wet. I have found that by 
allowing a little water to remain 
in the saucer at all times, it will 
endure a warm atmosphere with- 
out shriveling, provided the nights 
are cool. I have had excellent re- 
sults in 68 to 70 degree rooms with 
60 degree nights. Allow plants a 
cupful of liquefied plant food every 
other week and remove faded flow- 
ers with a sharp knife. Two hours 
of morning sun suit the cyclamen. 

After several months of cyclamen 
bloom I also discard this plant, 
but many gardeners find it worth 
while to rest it for two summer 
months and repot it in late August 
or September. 


African Violets 

This is a satisfactory plant only 
where coolness and humidity can 
be maintained. Given these, it may 
bloom quite nicely for a year and 
then be of a size to divide into 
several separate plants. Too often 
the African violet stops flowering 
as soon as it opens its last florist- 
borne bud, but it keeps its pleasant 
green foliage almost indefinitely 
thereafter, thereby fooling the anx- 
ious owner into thinking jt must 
be ready to flower again just be- 
cause it looks so healthy. Enthu- 
siasts report success from the most 
diverse methods. I suspect a moist 
atmosphere is the most important.

crease the upward movement of the 
water in the soil through capillary 
action and provide moisture for 
germination. 


HE much publicized DDT in- 

secticide, either in the dust or 
liquid form, is not recommended 
for the control of insects on vege- 
table crops. Even if the material 
will readily kill the insects in ques- 
tion, the material has been found 
to be detrimental to the growth of 
certain of our vegetable crops, with 
the two exceptions of corn and po- 
tatoes. While DDT experimentation 
goes on, other sprays will do an 
adequate job without harming crops 
growth. 

Cutworms make their appearance 
in May and sometimes do consider- 
able damage if they are not con- 
trolled. A poisoned bran mash 
spread along the row in the evening 
will take care of this pest. In trans- 
planting cabbage, tomatoes, egg- 
plants, or peppers, place a paper 
collar around each plant stem to 
protect it from this pest. 
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Colorado potato beetles and flea 
beetles attack tomatoes and egg- 
plants after they are planted in 
the garden. A good dusting with 
an arsenical-lime dust mixture will 
protect the plants from this insect. 
A rotenone or pyrethrum dust is 
also effective. 

The striped cucumber beetle at- 
tacks all of the vine crops, espe- 
cially cucumbers, melons, squash, 


| and pumpkins. A dusting every few 


days with a three-quarter to one 
per cent rotenone dust will effec- 
tively protect the plants.

Gardenias 

[Indoor enthusiasts whose Easter 
gardenias have survived the years 
and have also bloomed fairly stead- 
ily all winter find that the plant 
tolerates 70 degrees (florists grow 
it at 60 degrees) with a drop no 
lower than to 55 degrees at night.

sun, and foliage is syringed at least 
once a week but still better once 
a day. Keep gardenias out of the 
sun whenever the foliage is wet. If 
humidity can be further increased 
by a saucer of pebbles, with a con- 
stant water supply in its lower 
depths or a fiber water mat under 
the pot, so much the better.

ne of the most disagreeable as- 
() pects of using a carpet sweeper, 
removing the dirt after it has ac- 
cumulated, is eliminated in a new 
model designed with removable 
dust pan. All you do is open the 
top, lift out the dust pan, and 
empty the contents without any 
fuss and without carrying the 
sweeper along. 

The brush is removable, too. 
Just snap it out of its sockets (no 


tools needed), clean it, and put it 


back. If the brush has become 
matted, insert a removable comb 
supplied with sweeper, to fluff it up 
again. The brush automatically ad- 
justs itself to rugs of any thickness, 
and works on linoleum or wood 
floors as well as on the usual car- 
peted surfaces. Most of the prewar 
sweepers didn’t give such complete 
performance. 

Named “Speedwell,” the sweeper 
is manufactured by Landers, Frary 


& Clark. It costs about $7.

Eight to ten dehydrated food 
items will survive the war, and may

cally set up housekeeping on your 
lawn. Twenty-four hours after it has 
been sprayed with a weed-killer 
it begins to burgeon within the 
stem at such a rate that the leaves 
and roots, unable to keep up with 
such mad activity, begin to wilt. 
Five to seven days later, the dan- 
‘delion stem tissues split wide open 
and it’s on its way out. Stem, 
leaves, and roots all die soon, with 
not even the smallest bit of root 
left to rise like a ghost and begin 
growing again, 

These weed-killers kill all broad- 
leaved lawn weeds and some nar- 
row-leaved ones, but, unfortunately, 
not crab grass, a sturdy character 
that remains unaffected by it. Warn- 
ing: any weed-killer will wreak 
havoc on your garden. The spray 
must be kept outside the range of 
all nearby flowers and vegetables. 


OU may have tried the old-type 

chlorate, arsenical, oil, and other 
corrosive weed-killers of the past. 
They worked fine on the weeds on 
tennis courts, in driveways, and in 
walks. But they raised hob with 
skin and clothing, turned a brand- 
new sprayer into something for the 
junk man, and also sterilized the 
ground so thoroughly it wouldn’t 
even grow grass for a year or more, 
sometimes not ever again. The hor- 
mone weed-killers commit none of 
these crimes against you and your 
lawn. But they can’t be used just 
willy-nilly, either, if you expect 
good results. Preferably, the grass 
should not been fertilized 
within six weeks of the hormone 
spraying: otherwise, it may brown 
a bit from the treatment and you 
may see it thin out in spots.

If you have never tried any of 
the hormone weed-killers on. your 
lawn, you had better get busy right 
now. There are an estimated 1,000 
weed seeds lying in wait to every 
square inch of soil—seeds brought 
there by wind, dust, birds, insects. 
Once you catch up with the weeds 
(they keep coming of course—the 
weed-killer does nothing to the 
ground that would keep new seeds 
from growing, once they get there), 
two sprayings a year, once in May 
or June, once in September, should 
do the trick, depending upon how 
thick your grass is, how deep its 
carpet. Bare spots in any lawn in- 
vite weeds. In the bluegrass parts 
of the country, where crab grass 
also thrives, be sure to spray with 
the killer always in September, 
when the blue grass really goes to 
town and creates a thick deep car- 
pet. The spray will kill the exist- 
ing weeds, and the thick carpet of 
grass will keep other fall weed 
seeds, including crab grass, from 
getting down through the grass to 
the soil. The fall spraying, how- 
ever, won't catch the dandelions 
which are dormant by then. You 
get them in the spring de-weeding. 

Among the weed-killers recom- 
mended by Dr. George S. Avery of 
Brooklyn Botanical Gardens are 
“Weedone,” also known as the 2- 
4-D formula, “De Weed” 
“Weedicide.”

f your garden has as a background a grove 

of dark, dark pines, compliment the deep 
and rich color with one dramatic spot of 
planting in contrasting color. Try a group of 
light-foliaged plants. For example, a specimen 
blue spruce, surrounded by pink speciosum 
lilies, white phlox Miss Lingard, and the 
gray-white foliage of artemesia. 


Perhaps you have an old-fashioned garden, 
with perennial borders of mixed flowers and 
colors, varied almost to the point of confusion. 
Try adding definite pattern spots of color at 
regular spacing with the variegated flowers 
as a background. Dozens of combinations are 
possible, but one excellent one would be pale 
blue campanula persicifolia, white astilbe 
Deutschland, and vermilion Oriental poppies 
Beauty of Livermore, together in close clumps, 


A green-and-white garden, cool and serene, 
is restful to the eye. But if it’s a large one, 
it can also be a bit monotonous. A single spot 
of color often gives it just the pick-up it 
needs. A combination of blue lupines under- 
planted with polyantha roses Cameo can be 
a foil for the green-and-white, each making 
the other more emphatic. 


For a midsummer trafhic-stopper, plant a 
specimen smoke bush (Rhus cotinus) as a 
vertical accent in your flower border. This 
old-fashioned shrub comes into bloom when 
most flowering shrubs have quit blooming. 
The fluffy, feathery texture of the blooms and 
their pale, pinkish purple tone give an effect 
that is quite spectacular. 


Try a planting of bunchberry for an un- 
usual ground cover in that shady spot where 
grass doesn’t like to grow. Bunchberry grows 
only a few inches high, but its small white 
blossoms in the early spring, its red berries in 
the fall, and its clean, green leaves make it 
valuable at all seasons. Its kinship to the com- 
mon flowering dogwood (Cornus florida) can 
be noted in its leaves and flowers which are 
typical of the dogwood family. 


For sheer excitement of color, try a mass 
planting of forsythia Spring Glory, with 
quantities of grape hyacinths as under plant- 


ing. 


For sure-fire dramatic effect, plant a double 
avenue of tupelo trees (Nyssa sylvatica) 
along your drive. The rich green leaves turn 
the brightest colors of all in the fall—brilliant 
reds and oranges—so shiny they have an al- 
most varnished look.

Your daily battles with hard water can be eliminated when 
they are shared with neighbors. The solution lies in municipal 
water softening—a crusade for all city dwellers whose 


water supplies are hard. This article tells how you can start it

0 you view your hard water 

as a personal problem? As 

you struggle to coax some 
suds out of mineral-laden water 
that can give you only a slimy, 
sticky soap curd, do you feel it’s 
your own private nuisance? 

If you do, you are missing the 
chance to solve your problem. For 
that dingy look of your sheets and 
The late W. B. Gerrish, father 


of municipal water softening 


curtains, that cement-like scale in 
your tea kettle, your rising soap 
bill, and your troubles with heat- 
ing and plumbing repairs are probably duplicated by every 
one of your neighbors down the street. 

Hard water from a city water supply is not a personal 
headache. It is a community problem, an obstacle to the 
freedom from care we all seck. Everyone using the same water 
you do is in the same boat. That being the case, why don’t 
you all get together and do something about it? 

The solution is obvious: Install a center water-softening 
plant, as some 700 communities of the United States already 
have done, and many hundreds more plan, now that the 
postwar period has made “better living” a national credo. 

Somewhere in your town there is a water works. You 
know it. You pay a water fee each month or each year in 
order to support it. And you know vaguely that there the 
water is pumped from a lake, rivers, or wells, treated so it 


is safe, and sent through underground pipes to your house. 


You would be indignant, and rightly so, if you didn’t get 
such service in your town. But has it ever occurred to you 
that there, in the water department of your city, is where 
your difficulties with water hardness can best be solved? 

You would not think of tolerating a public water sup- 
ply that was not tested and, if necessary, filtered and chlor- 
inated, as the condition of the water demanded. Why then,

should you and your neighbors tolerate water which, thoug 
free from water-borne disease and perhaps from dirt as well. 
is full of dissolved minerals that make it virtually unusable 
for all practical purposes for which you must use it? 

Your city can remove a large part of the mineral conten 
which makes water hard by one of two well-known methods 
the zeolite or the chemical precipitation method. In the 
one, the water is passed through large tanks of zeolite, 
mineral which “pulls” other minerals out of the water by 
exerting a chemical attraction. In the other, chemicals are 
added to the water to combine with those already in it an¢ 
drag them down to the bottom of huge settling basins, whil 
clear water flows off the top, through filters, into the cit 
pipelines. Those are oversimplified descriptions of two a 
tricate processes, purposely so stated, in order to show tha 
municipal water softening is merely another process, like 
filtering or chlorinating, which can be added to the activi 
of your water works, at a price. 

The size and price of water softening equipment vary ac 
cording to the size of your municipality, and how much wate) 
it uses. Operating costs per 1,000 gallons depend on thy 
composition of the raw water, of course. But if the total 
expense were divided among all the citizens of your town 
it would not come as high as what they are now spending fo 
soap, softening powders, replacement of plumbing pipes 
rapid wearing out of clothes, and household fabrics. 

Indeed, if you use water which is very hard, it might cos 
less for the bold, efficient approach than for the unsuccessfu 
methods you and your neighbors have been using all thes 
years. 

Take, for example, the old city of St. Augustine, Floridé 
site of the famous Fountain of Youth, which installed a mor 
practical water blessing in August, 1937, when it opened | 
$175,000 water-softening plant.

MEET FRANK LLOYD WRIGHT

@ One of the healthiest egos in the world, 
handsomely encased in one of the healthiest 
bodies, is currently swaggering about Man- 
hattan preliminary to building a museum. 
Possessor of these attributes, as you may have 
surmised, is the greatest architect alive, Frank 
Lloyd Wright of Wisconsin, Arizona, and 
the whole, round world. 

There was a time when to call him the 
greatest architect alive would have started 
bitter controversy among his professional 
brethren. Today, not even a pallid debate 
could get going in the face of his standing 
achievements. Now, the only question remain- 
ing is whether as great an architect ever lived. 
Wright himself proposes to settle that matter 
with the museum he has planned to house the 
Solomon Guggenheim collection of non- 
objective paintings. 

Wright’s unchallenged position stems from 
four unique qualities: his uncompromising 
stand for a truly contemporary architecture (a 
movement which he pioneered and has headed 
as acknowledged leader for fifty-odd years), 
his intuitive sense of engineering, his superb 
handling of materials, both natural and manv- 
factured, and his mastery of three-dimensional 
drama without losing the quality of human 
scale. 

That the same mind could conceive the 
early prairie houses, the later hillside and 
desert houses, and then with equal virtuosity 
produce “Falling Water” for Edgar Kaufman 
and the Johnson Building for his friend Hib- 
bard Johnson will baffle posterity. It does 
not baffle Architect Wright, let alone slow 
his energy or imagination at an age when 
lesser men would reach for a wheel chair 
instead of a drafting stool. 

Never building more furiously than now, 
Wright finds time to travel prodigiously: to 
England, France and Russia before the war 
and currently to the states—East, North, 
South and West—where he is represented. 

While his only personal work outside the 
United States is his famed and still standing 
Imperial Hotel in Tokyo, nine foreign govern- 
ments have honored him. And between build- 


ing and travels. Wright produces an unending 
flow of somewhat mystical writing which 
somehow never seems to come up to his 
“conversation pieces.” 

As we enter a period when we are about to 
appropriate many “new” ideas for our houses, 
this seems an especially good ‘time to recall 
their source. The open plan, the long low one- 
story house belonging to the ground, the wed- 
ding of outdoors and indoors, the discarded 
dining room, the corner and the picture win- 
dow are some, but by no means all, of the 
rabbits this modern magician has produced. 
Nor is it a good idea to pause more than mo- 
mentarily on these accomplishments. Other 
and equally good tricks are certain to emerge 
from his inevitable pork-pie hat. 

Wright’s houses, like his other buildings, 
defy prediction. He is constantly experiment- 
ing and, to be sure, the client is on the receiv- 
ing end. If an occasional idea fails to come 
off, he is compensated by the ones that come 
off brilliantly. 

Of the hundreds of Wright houses, each one 
has brought its owner rich new experiences in 
living. These houses are full of surprises: an 
unexpected change of level, a series of project- 
ing planes which grow from the wall and, close 
to the ceiling, provide nestling places for con- 
cealed lights, shelves for plants. Or a window 
built into the roof to catch elusive sunbeams. 
Or a narrow passage which leads you to a 
spacious room with a magnificent view through 
a huge single glass wall. Rectangular houses, 
hexagonal houses, L-shaped houses and, soon 
to come, a round house on a Connecticut hill- 
top (for Gerald Loeb). And the most sur- 
prising thing about these surprises is that they 
continue to hold surprises even after one has 
lived with them for years. That quality re- 
mains elusive. That is one of the reasons why 
photographers find such difficulty in captur- 
ing a Wright building. Each has a dimension 
which escapes the lens but is its most impor- 
tant quality. 

Wright has built two houses for himself. 
One in the rolling hills of Spring Green, Wis- 
consin.

A Flusterproof Hostess

uring the first few months after matrimony you will begin to think of your- 

self as the perennial guest of honor. For most brides seem to have a corner

Assembling a lot of mediocre things seems to 
lower the effect of the sum total, whereas putting 
a group of good ones together seems to raise the 
cumulative effect to a level higher than the total of 
the parts.

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A Decorator Necessary ? 


Have you complete confidence in your own taste and powers of 


selection? Are you schooled in values and have you lots of time? 


Answer these questions honestly and you’ll know whether or not 


you need a decorator. And if you do, here’s how to work with him

t would be utter nonsense for us to say that every- 

body needs a decorator, when it is perfectly obvious 

that some skillful amateurs turn out charming rooms 
every day without benefit of professional help. 

You may say to yourself, and your kind friends may 
corroborate you, “Why, I have good taste. I don’t need a 
decorator.” But decorating requires more than taste. 

We can say decisively that you need no decorator if 
you are one of those rare people whose taste has so ma- 
tured that it has become (1) a strong personal style, 
(2) an unerring sensitivity to the relative fitness of things 
for you and your way of life. If you are one of this 
group, you are indeed fortunate. For you not only have 
good taste, but you have actually sifted from the good 
what is best for you personally. And you may be able to 
choose, quickly and confidently, the fabrics and colors 
and furniture you want to put together and live with. 
You have learned to know what you want, which is some- 
thing quite different from merely knowing what you like. 

Ask yourself honestly whether you have developed your 
taste to this point of assurance. If the answer is no, you 
need a decorator. But even if the answer is yes, do you 
know how to achieve what you want? If, like most people, 
you know a bit of what you want and don’t want, even if 
you have good taste, you still need a decorator to help you 
crystallize your conflicting tastes into definite shapes and 


forms. Out of the confusing, murky vagueness of all the 


things you think you might or might not want to live with, 
the seasoned judgment of a professional can lead you 
to a clear decision. If he only verifies what you have 
suspected were the right colors, the right scale, the right 
plan, he does you a great service. 

But the good decorator has far more than this to offer. 
Perhaps you have had the notion that to employ the 
services of a good decorator is a luxury. Actually, it’s a 
money-and-time saver and a good guarantee against dis- 
appointment in the finished job. 

Because of his training and experience, a good deco- 
rator knows good values from bad ones, recognizes fine 
workmanship in furniture construction, knows how cur- 
tains should be made, how to plan the “repeats” of a 
wallpaper so that it looks right after it’s hung. He can 
furnish a room with fewer pieces than you perhaps could, 
because he understands the subtleties of strategic place- 
ment of objects and colors. He can do all sorts of budget 
tricks that you can’t do. Visualizing the finished plan 
of your room or rooms, he can judge which pieces you al- 
ready own can be salvaged, leaving more money to spend 
on new, more dramatic acquisitions. 

You can expect his experience to have given him a 
better sense of values than you may possess. He knows 
just how to plan your expenditures proportionately, and 
he makes sure that no large chunks of money go into

Under a plan inaugurated in January, a 
builder who agrees to hold his houses for sale 
or rent to veterans exclusively for a period of 
thirty days after completion can get priority” 
assistance in obtaining critical materials. This 
is also true for a builder who has contracted to 
build a house for a veteran or for a veteran 
building a house for himself. In April this plan 
was amplified to grant priority assistance to 
widows of men killed in service, members of the 
Merchant Marine, and Americans who served 
with other Allied forces. Much of the total pro- 
duction of critical materials (such as lumber, 
brick, cast-iron pipe, bath tubs, gypsum lath) is 
to be set aside for holders of such priorities. 
During March a drastic order limited new con- 
struction (including houses) to those holding 
such priorities. Special permits for other build- 
ing will be granted only where real hardship or 
community need can be proved. So, if you are 
a veteran, or can get veteran priority, you can 
build if you can meet today’s high building 
costs. Or you can buy a new house from an 
operative builder. You can get as much as 
100% financing on such houses if the VA ap- 
praiser and the builder agree the price repre- 
sents a reasonable value. Veterans will have 
prior claim on all new houses within these limits 
built this year (perhaps longer), and a bor- 
rowing power available to no one else. So they 
are privileged persons in home building today.

GI Bili of Rights

The home loan provisions of the original 
Servicemen’s Readjustment Act were explained 
in House Breautirut for May 1945. The amend- 
ments to this Act, which were approved by the 
President just after Christmas, make substantial 
changes in the law. 

1. There has been a revision in the guarantee 
extended by the Veteran’s Administration. 
Originally, $2,000 was the maximum amount 
which could be guaranteed by lender or lend- 
ing agency on a GI loan. That much was guar- 
anteed if it did not represent more than 50% 
of the total loan. Now, under new amendments, 
the maximum guaranteed amount has been 
raised to $4,000. This increases the borrowing 
opportunities of the veteran considerably when 
he is obtaining 100% financing of his future 
home. Under the original arrangement, a good 
risk could generally obtain a 100% loan on a 
$6,000 house, assuming the lender was willing 
to lend two-thirds of its total value, plus $2,000 
which the VA would guarantee. Now, because 
of the new $4,000 guarantee, it is possible for 
him to obtain as much as $12,000 on a 100% 
loan by the same method. This loan privilege is 
only possible if the price of the house does not 
exceed its appraised value. 

2. The guaranteed amount can also be taken 
as a second mortgage, back of a first mort- 
gage insured by FHA. Assuming that the FHA

ou are a gardener. You may live in a house with 
wide lawns and many flower beds, or in an apart- 
ment with a potted geranium on the window sill. 
You may belong to the local garden club, or not know 
enough horticultural terminology even to read seed cata- 
logs easily. Nevertheless, you are a gardener—at heart. 

For gardening is a result of the human instinct to 
grow things. The urge to dig, plant, fertilize, and water 
the soil, then watch the first sprouts, the unfolding 
bud, the full bloom, is in all of us. And we'd all like 
to better our homes with better gardens, if only we 
knew how, had the time, and realized it need not take 
much money. 

Ask yourself honestly: “Wouldn’t I like to have a 
garden, if it were easy, congenial, and inexpensive to 
obtain information about what to plant, where, how, and 
the cost?” Of course you would! So why not have a 
Garden Center in your town? 

A Garden Center is the answer to the potential gar- 
dener’s prayers. Oh, it’s for actual amateurs, too, even 
for enthusiasts. But for the man or woman who has never 
grown anything, anywhere, it is a continuing source of 
inspiration and information. 

A Garden Center is community headquarters for affairs 
horticultural, open to everyone in the community. You 
need not be garden-wise to participate, for it is a joint 
enterprise of you and your neighbors, not a selected 
membership club made up of people with similar edu- 
cations, social prestige, or worldly possessions. There 
were about 165 Garden Centers in the country at the last 
prewar count.

The 
child was right... .” Here you have 
a picture of the child virtuoso. The 
child has perfect pitch, great sen- 
sitivity to sound, and a driving in- 
terest in music. 

Rare as the child virtuoso is, he 
or she is, of course, a more fre- 
quent occurrence than the creative 
artist. Fine performers are found 
more easily than original thinkers. 
And in the field of music the prod- 
igy occurs more often than in other 
arts. There have been more child vir- 
tuosos than children who have dem- 
onstrated marked dramatic talent. 

But though the talent is a more 
frequent one, it is often transitory; 
it is fireworks instead of fire. The 
talent burns itself out quickly. This 
failure in development is sometimes 
mysterious and without cause and 
occurs even if the talent is care- 
fully nurtured. But sometimes the 
failure is due to over-eager or mer- 
cenary parents. Mother and father, 
stunned by the gift that has 
descended upon their household, 
either devote themselves wholly to 
the talent and fail to let the child 
develop as a normal child, or, as 
was true with many European 
prodigies, they see in the child a 
little goose that lays the golden 
eggs, and ruin the gift by exploita- 
tion. Long hours at the piano drain 
the child. Too much practice makes 
imperfect. The strain of public ap- 
pearances is more than the young 
nervous system can take. 


UT this has not always happened, 

nor does it have to happen. Many 
of the adult performers who today 
delight and exalt you started their 
careers as child prodigies. They 
either had wise parents or their 
gift was strong enough to survive 
in spite of obstacles. And, as they 
orew older, their virtuosity grew into 
artistry. This is true, for example, 
of Heifetz, whose father was a vio- 
linist and who began teaching his 
son at the age of three. Heifetz 
made his debut when he was five 
years old. At eleven he played as 
the soloist with the Berlin Phil- 
harmonic under the renowned 
Nikisch. He toured Europe, every- 
where rousing wonder and winning 
the highest praise from critics and 
ovations from the public. Today, at 
the age of 45, his virtuosity—that 
is, his technical mastery of the vio- 
lin—is incomparable. But what is 
more important, he has become an 


artist free of dubious showmans

It’s the only way he can 
scheme your rooms in entirety and 
in advance. 

DO tell your decorator what 
pieces youd like to keep, perhaps 
for economy or for sentimental rea- 
sons or because you've always en- 
joyed having them around. He will 
do his best to work them into your 
furnishing scheme. 

3. DO tell him about the furnish- 


ings or accessories you've always 





longed to own but never thought , 


were achievable. You may be sur- 
prised to find he can manage to 
work in a few of them by cutting 
a bit off other items of expense. 

4. DO tell him your pet decorating 
peeves. [f you abhor Eighteenth 
Century English, say so. If your 
hair stands on end at the sight of 
Grecian urn forms, or Grecian co! 
umns on lamps. let your phobia 
come out. 

DO tell him if you plan-to own 
original paintings some day, so 
that he may save certain wall space 
instead of covering it with a large 
breakfront or other wall-consuming 
pleces. 

DO believe your decorator when 
he advises you how to allocate your 
money on furniture. floor coverings, 
draperies, etc. 

DO make up your mind, with 
your decorator, how you want each 
room to be furnished, and then 
keep your mind made up. 

DON’T take your decorator’s 
color schemes and room plans to 
your neighbors and- relatives and 
say, “How do you like them?”

There are varying methods 
through which the decorator is 
compensated for his time and tal- 
ents, as in any other profession. But 
he is usually compensated through 
his professional purchasing privi- 
leges and, under certain circum- 
stances, there may be additional 
percentages for special 
such as the designing of 
custom-built pieces and the like. 

Whatever basis you and your 
decorator are to work on, however, 
should be agreed upon at the 
very start of the project, so there 
will be no misunderstanding on 
either side. = 

If you cannot afford to redecorate 
all at once, but must do it piece- 
meal, there are some decorators 
who offer consultation service at a 
stated fee—from a few dollars an 
hour for an office consultation up 
to $100 a day at your home. You 
may think $100 a day sounds ex- 
pensive, but if a really good deco- 
rator spends an entire day in your 
home, you can be sure that the help 
you get in deciding on backgrounds, 
color schemes, furniture arrange- 
ment, etc. will be worth the price.

services 


OST of the decorating maga- 
zines offer a mail consultation 
service, for a small fee. This type of 
service is designed primarily to 
give the reader an opportunity to 
talk over her problems with the 
magazine’s decorating consultant 
or consultants, and to offer moreé-or- 
less generalized suggestions to be 
used as a possible basis for schem- 
ing rooms. In some cases, swatches 
of fabric and samples of wall paper 
and paint colors are also provided. 
In some of the big cities, there 
are “decorating clinics” where, for 
a reasonable fee, you can go to 
their offices for advice, or have a 
decorator come to your home. 
None of these arrangements, how- 
ever, guarantees as successful re- 
sults as when you have a decorator 
to work with you every step of the 
way, to co-ordinate colors and ar- 
rangement, visualize the completed 
rooms, relieve you of all the mad- 
dening details that go into any 
complete furnishing project. It’s 
the difference between his training 
and yours, his experience and 
yours, his vast resources and your 
limited ones, that makes the dec- 
orator-done house surpass in many 
ways the house furnished without 


his expert service.

Remember the last three love rich ground, 4 
as soon as they send out their true leaves, dust them constantly % 
rotenone to keep the borers out and the cucumber beetle away. Conti 
the dust against the borer for at least four weeks. Remember to set h 
bean seeds with the eye down; it’s a big help, if you want them to 
right side up.

more. You may find them in cities 
and towns near your home if you 
look for them. A census of munici- 
pal water softening plants in the 
United States (by states) may be 
obtained from the Ohio Salt Com- 
pany, Wadsworth, Ohio. Run your 
eye down the list for a plant near 
your home; get in touch with the 
Water Commissioner in charge of 
that plant. Perhaps he can arm 
you with figures that will serve you 
well in presenting your own case 
for water softening in your town. 
Unlike many crusades for better 
living, this water-softening one will 
not meet with much opposition in 
a city badly afflicted with hard 
water. The old bugaboos of changed 
taste of the water or acquisition of 
chemical odors, once advanced by 
unknowing citizens, have been ban- 
ished. Some years ago the leading 
citizens of an Ohio town were in- 
vited to a public dinner at which 
softened water was served in every 
other glass at the table. When the 
dinner was almost over, the city’s 
water commissioner asked each 
guest to guess whether he had been 
drinking treated or untreated water. 
Nobody could tell! Softened water 
tastes and smells much the same as 
hard water from the same source. 
Today’s bugaboo is largely lack 
of understanding of the process, its 
cost and its benefits. Some cities 
consider water softening a “nicety” 
rather than a necessity. But this 
attitude can be overcome by a 
citizenry determined to eliminate it. 
All that is needed is the realization 
that municipal water softening is 
neither so difficult nor so costly as 
is commonly assumed. Your city 
officials won’t be against it if you 
demonstrate your knowledge of its 
feasibility and the urgency of it.

Gerrish is still in use. Indeed, more 
than 400 of the plants now in exist- 
ence are of this type. 

Ohio was a fertile state for the 
beginnings of water softening.

Gerrish once remarked: “There 
is a lingering doubt in one’s mind 
whether the sticky scum left from 
the soap is not worse than the dirt 
the soap is supposed to remove.

4. The Garden Center makes pos- 
sible additions to the horticultural 
beauty of the whole city. Co-opera- 


-tion between public officials and 


the Garden Center often results in 
new plantings around public build- 
ings and hospitals, new develop- 
ments in parks, better maintenance 
of all public plantings, because of 
heightened consciousness of their 
worth. Financial assistance for cer- 
tain projects sometimes is given 
by the Garden Center to the com- 
munity, as well as advice on design. 


Growth of Garden Centers 


The first Garden Center in this 
country was opened in Hackensack, 
New Jersey, in 1929. It was started 
by the local Women’s Club, under 
the leadership of the late Mrs. 
Frederick Fisher, in an old remod- 
eled barn furnished with tables and 
chairs made of old shutters. It was 
popular from the start. 


“The Garden Center brings to 
the average citizen ideals and in- 
terests that the Garden Club affords 
the few,” said Mrs. Fisher in a 1935 
report. “It offers practical infor- 
mation available before only to 
those with the initiative and cour- 
age to see the Agricultural Bureau 
about their personal problems, 
which meant chiefly farmers. The 
Garden Center reaches all the 
people of a locality.” 

The Garden Center idea caught 
on—not only in Hackensack, where 
today the Center is expanding with 
a new display room created as a 
memorial to Mrs. Fisher, but all 
over the country. The Garden Cen- 
ter of Greater Cleveland, one of the 
two largest, was opened in 1930. 
The other, the Berkshire Garden 
Center at Stockbridge, Massachnu- 
setts, began in 1934. Other cities fol- 
lowed suit. There is a special com- 
mittee on Garden Centers now in 
the National Council of State Gar- 
den Clubs. Indeed, state and local 
garden clubs have played a large 
part in encouraging the growth of 
the enlarged garden-club idea. 
Many garden centers are supported, 
in large part, by these clubs—al- 
though there are other groups in 
every community which also back 
it. (See item 6, “How to Start a 
Garden Center,” page 169.)

“Probably never before in its 
history has there been a greater 
opportunity for community and in- 
dividual service,” he told us. “The 
Garden Center, with its varied ac- 
tivities, is one way to provide this 
service.” 


Garden Center Service 

Not every Garden Center does 
the identical things done by others, 
of course. The size of the commu- 
nity, the funds available for hiring 
a staff of experts, the tastes and 
interests of the people, all deter- 
mine the type of program. Thus, 
at the Berkshire Garden Center 
much stress is laid on “trial gar- 
dens,’ permanent exhibitions of 
different kinds of gardens—from 
herb and rock gardens to gardens 
for shady areas, day lilies, dwarf 
apple orchards and grape arbors. 

This center is a living museum 
of many kinds of plantings which 
people want to know more about. 
A visit to its trial gardens, vine- 
yards, and dwarf apple orchards 
brings inspiration to go and do 
likewise; and you can find out how, 
too—mighty important to the neo- 
phyte. Demonstrations of a sun- 
heated pit, compost pile, liquid 
manure tank, and other practical 
adjuncts to better gardening and 
better living also are offered. 


HE Garden Center of Greater 

Cleveland, Ohio, on the other 
hand, is less a trial-garden species of 
Garden Center and more an educa- 
tional institution. Frankly, we were 
amazed at the scope of activities at 
this Center, when we visited it some 
months ago. It served some 40,000 
people annually during the war 
years of 1941 and 1942, and an- 
swered innumerable questions. To 
illustrate, 831 specific questions 
were handled by the librarian dur- 
ing the three months just preceding 
our visit. The Center-also had left 
its mark on various parts of the city 
in lasting benefits and additional 
beauties. 

Let’s take a close look at the 
work of this one Garden Center. It 
may open up the vista of possi- 
bility for your city and many others 
which have not yet achieved com- 
plete Garden Centers. 

Cleveland is a civic-minded town. 
Its people are proud of what they 
have built. “They would fight and 
bleed for it,” one Clevelander told 
us. But their spirit, as evidenced in 
its Museum of Art, its Symphony 
Hall, its fine parks system, and its

Garden Center, is the spirit of all 
those who today are working for 
Better Tomorrows in their own 
home towns. 

There are 2,000 members of 
Cleveland’s Garden Center. Each 
year they stage an annual “White 
Elephant” sale in the Public Audi- 
torium support the Center’s 
work.

are so big and plump and close 
together that they can crowd out 
and starve the crab grass. 

The main “must” for a good 
lawn is to try to keep both the roots 
and the tops of each grass plant 
large and healthy. Four jobs, done 
at the right time, will usually ac- 
complish this: 

Job 1. When you mow the erass 
(and remember you're going to do 
it often), leave a large plant be- 
hind—at least 11% to 2 inches tall. 
This keeps the weed seeds from 
moving in on them. 

Job 2. Leave the clippings on the 
lawn, except when they are too 
long and heavy (which they won't 
be if, again, you’ve remembered to 
mow often.) The cut grass which 
you leave on the lawn settles down 
between the blades of the remain- 
ing sod to mulch the roots, pro- 
tect them against extreme heat, and 
smother out the baby weeds. 


As these same grass clippings 


rot, they return important plant , 


nutrients to the soil. Also, they 
keep the soil in better physical 
condition and act as a buffer upon 
which the fertilizer and lime will 
be applied in the fall. 

Job 3. Roll your lawn in the 
spring, to firm the soil around the 
roots, after heaving which is caused 
by alternate freezing and thawing 
periods. 


Le 4, Fertilize your lawn in the 
fall, when cool weather is just

that no roots of the plants have 
been disturbed. 

Applying water to garden soils 
may be advisable during the periods 
of dry weather. The fundamental 
principle in the watering of any 
soil is to apply enough water at one 
time so that it will soak to a depth 
of at least six to seven inches and 
may be stored there for the roots 
to use over a period of time. Sur- 
face watering to a depth of one to 
two inches will give only .temporary 
relief to wilting plants. 

Thin vegetable crops 
either in rows or hills when they 
are young. Carrots and beets should 
be thinned to stand two inches in 
the row; turnips three inches; and 
rutabagas five to six inches apart. 
Pole lima beans, cucumbers, mel- 
ons, and winter squash should be 
thinned to two or not more than 
three plants in a hill, or 18 inches 
in the row, if the seed is sown in 
continuous rows. Vine crops should 
be thinned by either pinching or 
stem close to the sur- 
face of the ground rather than by 
pulling up the plants. Pulling 
plants may seriously injure roots 
of those adjacent.
